The  Supreme  Council  was  called  off  and  a  Lodg'e  of 
Perfection  140  was  declared  open,  and  a  number  of  brethren 
who  were  in  waiting  were  admitted  to  the  Chamber. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  deputed  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
D.  G.  Mcllwraith,  330,  to  introduce  M.'.P.'.Bro.’.  John  H. 
Cowles,  330,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  330  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  and  Ill.'. 
Bro. '.Albert  F.  Pray,  33 °,  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies,  who 
accompanied  him.  Ill.'. Bro. \J.  H.  Winfield,  330,  was  likewise 
deputed  to  introduce  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.William  S.  Rial,  330,  Active 
Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Jurisdiction, 
U.S.A.  and  representative  of  M.'.P.’.Bro. ‘.Melvin  M.  John¬ 
son,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council 
330  for  the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A..  These  Illustrious 
visitors  were  formally  introduced  and  cordially  received  bv 
M.'.P.'.Bro.'.W.  H.  Wardrope  who  expressed  on  behalf  of 
himself  and  Supreme  Council  keen  appreciation  of  being 
honored  by  their  presence  on  this  occasion.  The  Illustrious 
Brethren  were  then  escorted  to  seats  with  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander. 

At  this  point  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.A.  C.  Adams,  320,  was  admitted, 
with  His  Worship  Chisholm  M.  Ross,  Mayor  of  Fort  William, 
who  in  well  chosen  words  introduced  His  Worship  to 
Supreme  Council.

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THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER  THEN  DELIVERED 

HIS  ALLOCUTION,  AS  FOLLOWS:

Peers  and  Brethren : 

It  is  proper  that  the  Grand  Commander  should  take  this 
opportunity  of  saying  how  greatly  the  Members  of  the 
Supreme  Council  were,  and  are,  indebted  to  our  Brethren  of 
the  Halifax  bodies  for  the  delightful  manner  in  which  we 
were  cared  for  and  entertained  by  them  during  our  annual

Communication  last  year. 

The  burden  fell,  of  course,  on  the  willing  shoulders  of 
a  most  efficient  committee  under  the  direction  of  our  beloved 
Ill.  Bro.  J.  H.  Winfield,  330,  Deputy  for  the  Provinces  of 
Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island. 

The  expressions  of  satisfaction  by  those  who  had  travel¬ 
led  from  all  parts  of  Canada  as  to  the  wonderful  time  they 
had  experienced  may  be  some  satisfaction  to  our  hosts.  Their 
efforts  certainly  were  responsible  for  the  great  success  of  our 
meeting. 

We  were  fortunate,  too,  in  having  as  our  guests  two  of 
the  most  distinguished  Brethren  from  the  United  States — 
M.P.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  H.  Cowles,  33 °,  of 
the  Supreme  Council  330  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  Puissant  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander  John  S.  Wallace,  330,  representing  the  Supreme 
Council  330  for  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

M.P.  Bro.  Cowles  is  the  Grand  Commander  of  the  Mother 
Supreme  Council  33 0  of  the  World.  He  is  also  an  honorary 
member  of  our  own  Supreme  Council  33 °.  This,  of  course, 
is  a  greater  honour  to  us  than  it  is  to  him  because  I  think 
he  is  an  honorary  member  or  a  member  emeritus  of  every 
Supreme  Council  33 0  in  the  world  acknowledged  by  the 
Mother  Supreme  Council  33 °.  He  is  a  great  Masonic  travel¬ 
ler.  He  has  visited  every  Supreme  Council  330  in  the  world, 
some,  many  times.  He  is  loved  by  every  Mason  he  meets. 
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Puissant  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  John  S.  Wallace 
is  also  a  great  Masonic  traveller  and  student  and  is  held  in 
high  regard  by  all  who  know  him. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  entertain  Brethren  from  other 
jurisdictions  but  it  is  seldom  that  our  Council  has  enjoyed 
the  privilege  of  entertaining  at  the  same  time  two  such  out¬ 
standing  Brothers.  Their  courtesy  and  cordial  desire  to  meet 
as  many  of  our  Members  as  possible  appealed  to  all  our 
Scottish  Rite  Brethren  of  all  degrees.  Both  of  these  Brethren 
were  loud  in  their  praises  of  the  delightful  time  they  had 
both  in  Halifax  and  Saint  John. 

The  banquet  tendered  to  the  Members  of  the  Supreme 
Council  in  the  Ballroom  of  the  Lord  Nelson  Hotel  was  a  very 
fine  function  and  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  both  the  members 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  and  their  ladies.  After  the  dinner 
followed  music,  dancing  and  cards.  Ill.  Bro.  Fenton,  320, 
acted  as  Chairman  at  the  dinner.  After  the  toasts  to  the  King 
and  the  Craft  and  to  the  President  of  the  Lhiited  States  had 
been  proposed  by  Ill.  Bro.  Fenton,  320,  and  responded  to  by 
all  there  present,  the  toast  to  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States  was  proposed  by  Ill.  Bro.  Col.  J.  B.  Dunbar, 
320,  and  responded  to  by  Puissant  Lieutenant  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  John  S.  Wallace,  330. 

The  toast  to  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States  was  proposed  bv  Sov.'. Prince  J.  E.  Rutledge,  K.C.,  180, 
and  responded  to  by  M.P.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John 
S.  Cowles,  330. 

The  toast  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  was  pro¬ 
posed  by  Ill.  Bro.  H.  O.  Townshend,  320,  and  responded  to 
by  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  William  Hugh  Wardrope,

With  regret  we  left  Halifax  by  train  for  Digby.  Ill. 
Bros.  Cowles  and  Wallace,  myself  and  Officers  of  our 
Supreme  Council  were  the  guests  of  Ill.  Bro.  Charles  L. 
Ells,  330,  in  his  private  car,  for  which  courtesy  we  give 
sincere  thanks. 

We  crossed  the  Bay  of  Fundy  from  Digby,  arriving  in 
Saint  John  in  time  for  dinner  as  guests  of  our  Saint  John 
Brethren.  After  dinner  there  was  a  reception.  We  ex- 
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periencecl  the  same  kindly  hospitality  as  we  had  received  in 
Halifax.  We  were  in  Saint  John  until  Friday  afternoon. 
Kindly  volunteers  took  us  around  the  City  to  the  various 
points  of  interest. 

Late  Friday  afternoon  we  took  our  train  for  Montreal 
and  all  points  west.  On  this  trip  the  Officers  of  our  Council, 
together  with  Ill.  Bros.  Cowles  and  Wallace,  were  the  guests 
of  Mr.  T.  C.  Macnabb,  the  General  Superintendent,  C.P.R., 
on  his  private  car  over  his  division  of  the  railway. 

At  Halifax  we  selected  Fort  William  for  our  1939  Com¬ 
munication.  I  am  quite  sure  that  we  will  meet  with  the  same 
cordial  greetings  as  we  have  in  the  other  cities  wherever  we 
have  met  before. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  the  Supreme  Council  has  ever 
held  its  meeting  in  Fort  William  but  many  of  our  members 
have  met  the  Brethren  of  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur 
often  and  know  them  as  true  and  zealous  Masons  who  have 
the  interests  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  deeply 
imbedded  in  their  hearts. 


Necrology 

Ill.  Bro.  Frederick  Justus  Howell,  330. 

We  all  mourn  the  passing  of  Ill.  Bro.  Howell,  33 °,  on 
the  1 6th  of  March  last.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  one 
of  the  oldest  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  our  jurisdiction,  having 
been  initiated  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Hamilton 
in  1885.  He  finally  became  the  Puissant  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  33 0  and  held  that  office 
for  nine  years.  He  was  a  man  of  very  unusual  ability,  was 
greatly  loved  and  respected  and  will  be  greatly  missed  by  a 
very  large  circle  of  friends  and  Brethren.  Expressions  of 
regret  on  his  death  were  received  from  Belgium,  Chile,  Cuba, 
England  and  Wales,  France,  Mexico,  the  Netherlands,  Scot¬ 
land,  the  United  States  Southern  Jurisdiction,  the  United 
States  Northern  Jurisdiction,  and  Republic  of  Argentina.  A 
detailed  statement  of  his  Masonic  and  other  achievements 
appears  in  our  annual  Report.

Ill.  Bro.  J.  Hugo  Tatsch,  330,  went  to  England  as  an 
American  delegate  and  special  representative  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  to  attend  the 
installation  of  the  Duke  of  Kent  as  Grand  Master  of  the 
United  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  The  installation  took 
place  on  the  19th  of  July,  1939.  On  the  evening  of  July  17th, 
1939,  while  proposing  a  toast  at  the  Author’s  Lodge,  he  col¬ 
lapsed,  apparently  from  a  heart  attack.  Opening  his  career 
in  Spokane,  Washington,  as  a  member  of  Oriental  Lodge, 
he  rose  in  the  fifty-one  years  of  his  life  to  receive  countless 
honours  from  many  jurisdictions.  He  was  one  of  the  world’s 
great  authorities  on  the  history  and  development  of  Free 
Masonry.  He  was  indefatigable  as  a  researcher  and  his¬ 
torian.  His  work  will  be  a  permanent  landmark  of  Masonic 
knowledge.

Bro.  Walter  H.  Davis,  330,  our  Grand  Secretary  General: 
Ill.  Bro.  George  D  Ellis.  330,  Deputy  for  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick;  Ill.

John  Maitland  McHutchon  to  affiliate  with  British 
Columbia  bodies. 
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At  my  request  the  Supreme  Council  33 °  of  England  and 
Wales  granted  permission  to  Bro.  Sir  George  McLaren 
Brown  to  affiliate  with  Ontario  bodies.  Unfortunately  Bro. 
Sir  George  McLaren  Brown  passed  away  before  his  affiliation 
was  completed.

Visits 

On  the  14th  of  November,  1938,  the  Toronto  Lodge  of 
Perfection  held  a  meeting  called  “Ontario  Night".  The  13th 
degree  was  worked  by  thirteen  officers  chosen  from  different 
Lodges  of  Perfection  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The  un¬ 
usual  notice  attracted  the  attention  not  only  of  Toronto  mem¬ 
bers  but  members  from  many  parts  of  the  Province.  The 
lodge  room  was  filled  to  capacity  and  the  brethren  who  formed 
the  cast  gave  a  dignified  and  impressive  rendering  of  the 
work.  The  evening  was  a  great  success  and  was  the  means

of  quickening  the  interest  of  our  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  many 
of  whom  had  been  remiss  in  their  obligation  always  to  be 
loyal  to  their  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Consistory.  I  was  glad  to 
be  present  on  such  an  important  occasion. 
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On  the  2  ist  to  the  25th  of  November,  1938,  I  attended 
the  several  meetings  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Hamilton 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  at  their  Fall  reunion.  The  degrees,  as  usual,  were 
very  efficiently  presented. 

On  the  8th  of  December,  1938,  accompanied  by  Ill.  Bros. 
Dr.  Mcllwraith,  330,  Henderson,  330,  Malcolmson,  330,  and 
Ripley,  330,  I  attended  the  Lake  Erie  Consistory  to  see  the 
dramatic  portion  of  the  Canadian  31 0  and  32 0  exemplified 
bv  the  brethren  from  Newcastle,  Pennsylvania.  Their  work 
was  well  done  and  was  much  appreciated  by  the  members  of 
Lake  Erie  Consistory.  We  were  honored  by  the  presence  of 
Ill.  Bro.  John  S.  Wallace,  330,  Puissant  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander  for  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  and  by  Ill.  Bro.  Smythe,  330,  Deputy  for  Ohio.  We  were 
entertained  in  a  delightful  manner  by  the  Cleveland  brethren. 

On  the  1 6th  of  December,  1938,  I  attended  Buffalo  Con¬ 
sistory  to  witness  the  20th  degree  exemplified  by  our  own 
Brethren  from  Moore  Consistory.  The  Buffalo  brethren  were 
delighted  with  the  smart  manner  in  which  the  work  was 
done.  We  were  entertained  at  a  very  sumptuous  banquet  at 
which  your  Grand  Commander  was  privileged  to  speak. 

On  January  19th,  1939,  with  a  number  of  our  Hamilton 
brethren,  I  attended  a  dinner  given  by  the  Toronto  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  at  the  Granite  Club,  after  which  we 
proceeded  to  the  Lodge  Room  where  the  18th  degree  was 
conferred  in  a  very  dignified  and  impressive  manner.  The 
evening  was  a  great  success. 

January  26th,  1939,  accompanied  by  Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  Mc¬ 
llwraith,  330,  Deputy  for  Ontario,  Ill.  Bro.  J.  A.  Henderson, 
330,  acting  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill.  Bro.  Ralph  C. 
Ripley,  33 °,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Consistory,  and 
Ill.  Bro.  C.  H.  Cunningham,  320,  I  attended  the  London 
Lodge  of  Perfection  to  witness  the  14th  degree.  We  were 
most  hospitably  entertained  by  our  London  brethren. 

On  the  3rd  of  February,  1939,  the  Toronto  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  gave  a  dinner,  a  concert  and  a  dance  for  the  benefit 
of  the  wives  and  daughters  of  the  Members.  Quite  a  large 
body  of  members  and  their  ladies  from  Hamilton  were  invited 
and  we  had  a  wonderful  evening. 
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February  7th,  1939,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  held  for  election  and  installation  of 
officers. 

On  March  8th,  9th  and  10th,  1939,  accompanied  by  Ill. 
Bro.  C.  H.  Cunningham,  320,  I  attended  the  annual  reunion 
meetings  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  140  and  Murray 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  180.  On  the  8th  and  9th 
of  March  ten  of  the  degrees  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  were 
conferred  in  full  form  with  great  care  and  dignity.  The  120 
was  communicated  by  Ill.  Bro.  A.  H.  McKee,  330.  On  the 
10th  of  March  the  150,  170  and  180  were  conferred  in  full 
form  by  the  Officers  of  Murray  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix.  The  160  was  communicated  by  Ill.  Bro.  J.  A.  Dobbie, 
330,  and  Sov.  Prince  G.  A.  Macleocl,  180.  The  work  in  the 
Chapter  was  also  excellent.  On  the  9th  inst.  we  had  luncheon 
in  the  Temple  and  on  the  10th  inst.  dinner  and  entertainment 
in  the  Banquet  Hall  of  the  Temple.  The  dining  room  was 
filled  to  capacity  on  each  occasion.  The  entertainment  at  the 
dinner  was  provided  by  school  children.  The  choruses  and 
the  instrumental  selections  were  remarkably  bright  and  in¬ 
spiring  as  evidenced  by  the  prolonged  applause  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  both  Scottish  Rite  bodies.  Ill.  Bro.  Dobbie,  330,  and 
all  those  who  took  part  in  the  work  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  a  very  excellent  reunion  in  all  particulars. 

On  the  23rd  of  March,  1939,  I  went  to  Niagara  Falls, 
Ontario,  with  Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  Mcllwraith,  330,  Deputy  for 
Ontario,  Ill.  Bro.  J.  A.  Henderson,  330,  acting  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary-General,  and  a  large  number  of  Hamilton  brethren,  to 
the  election  and  installation  of  officers  of  Elgin  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  The  Hamilton  brethren  always  look  forward  to 
this  annual  outing  as  the  ties  are  very  close  between  our 
brethren  of  Niagara  Falls  and  the  brethren  of  Hamilton.  Our 
pleasure  is  always  increased  by  meeting  at  each  of  these 
gatherings  brethren  from  Niagara  Falls,  N.Y.,  and  Buffalo. 

On  April  4th,  1939,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection  and  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the  6° 
and  70. 

On  April  5th,  1939,  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  had  a  meeting,  preceded  by  a  banquet  at  six  o'clock. 
At  the  banquet  Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  Mcllwraith,  330,  Deputy  for 
Ontario,  introduced  Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  A.  B.  Whytock,  330,  of 
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Niagara  Falls,  who  took  as  his  subject  “The  March  of  Time". 
He  delivered  a  very  striking,  thoughtful  and  able  address 
which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  brethren.  Ill.  Bro. 
Whytock,  330,  will  be  greatly  in  demand  hereafter.  At  8.30 
p.m.  the  Chapter  was  opened  and  the  150  was  conferred  by 
a  cast  largely  from  Niagara  Falls  under  the  guidance  of  Ill. 
Bro.  G.  Mel.  Brock,  33 °.  The  work  was  good.  I  hope  we 
may  have  the  same  cast  on  some  near  future  occasion. 

On  April  6th  the  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  opened  at  3.15  p.m.  and  conferred  the  160.  The  170 
was  communicated  at  5.30  p.m.  At  eight  o'clock  p.m.  the  180 
was  conferred  by  present  and  past  officers.  At  the  close  of 
the  1 8°  the  Mystic  Banquet  was  partaken  of,  after  which  the 
brethren  again  appeared  in  the  Chapter  Room  for  the  purpose 
of  Extinguishing  the  Lights. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  April  9th,  1939,  the  members  had 
breakfast  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Club  and  at  9.30  a.m.  they 
proceeded  to  the  Chapter  Room  for  the  purpose  of  Relighting 
the  Lights  and  engaging  in  the  Table  Ceremony.  I  attended 
all  these  functions  of  the  Chapter  and  was  greatly  impressed 
with  the  work. 

On  May  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  4th  and  5th  the  Spring  As¬ 
sembly  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  was  held.  It  had  many  interesting  features. 

Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  met  on  Monday  evening 
when  the  40  and  50  were  conferred.  Tuesday  morning  the  70 
and  90  were  conferred. 

At  12  p.m.  a  luncheon  was  given  at  which  Jim  Hunter, 
Toronto  Telegram  “Talking  Reporter",  gave  an  address  “It's 
a  New  World.”  Mr.  Hunter  was  sincerely  thanked  for  a 
remarkably  suave  and  able  address.  In  the  afternoon  the  n° 
and  the  130  were  conferred.  The  6°,  8°,  io°  and  120  were 
communicated  by  Ill.  Bro.  G.  L.  Facev,  320.  In  the 
evening  the  140  was  conferred. 

Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  D.  G.  Mcllwraith,  330,  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  having  sent  an  invitation  to  every  Active 
and  Honorary  33 0  Mason  in  Ontario  and  to  every  T.  P.  G.  M. 
and  M.W.  Sovereign  to  attend  a  dinner  and  conference  at 
the  Scottish  Rite  Club  on  May  3rd,  1939,  twelve  Active  and 
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forty  Honorary  members  of  Supreme  Council  attended  the 
dinner  and  six  T.  P.  G.  Ms.,  three  M.  W.  Ss.,  and  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory.  The 
meeting  was  held  for  the  increasing,  if  possible,  of  the  interest 
and  effective  work  of  these  key  men  in  Scottish  Rite  matters. 
The  discussion  was  led  by  Ill.  Bros.  H.  B.  Moore,  330,  and 
R.  T.  Stanley,  33 °,  who  both  gave  very  thoughtful  addresses. 
A  number  of  other  members  later  took  part  in  expressing 
opinions  that  might  be  helpful.  One  great  feature  of  the 
meeting  was  that  it  enabled  a  number  of  these  members  of 
exalted  rank  to  meet  each  other  for  the  first  time  and  form 
relationships  that  they  would  prize  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 
No  decisions  were  either  asked  for  or  given.  It  was  infor¬ 
mation  that  would  enable  each  member  to  be  more  useful  to 
the  Order  in  the  future  that  was  sought.  Ill.  Bro.  Mcllwraith, 
330,  was  thanked  sincerely  for  promoting  such  a  gathering. 

May  I  say  here  how  greatly  I  am  personally  indebted 
to  Ill.  Bro.  Mcllwraith,  33 °,  for  his  unselfish  and  devoted 
kindness  to  me.  Ever  since  I  was  first  elected  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  and  to  the  present  time,  he  has  been  to 
me  a  tower  of  strength.  His  knowledge  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry,  his  industry  and  his  unique  faculty  of  clear  expres¬ 
sion  have  been  great  assets  to  our  Supreme  Council. 

The  “Ladies’  Night  and  Banquet”  was  such  a  success  in 
1938  that  the  officers  and  members  of  the  three  Hamilton  Scot¬ 
tish  Rite  bodies  determined,  if  possible,  to  repeat  the  success. 
Wednesday,  May  3rd  1939,  the  “Ladies'  Night  and  Banquet” 
was  held.  All  predictions  were  shattered.  About  450  sat 
down  to  a  sumptuous  dinner  to  the  accompaniment  of  vocal 
and  instrumental  music  and  a  wonderful  address  by  Mr. 
Charles  R.  Sanderson,  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Public  Library 
of  Toronto.  His  theme  was  “Sense  and  Nonsense”.  His 
quick  but  quiet  humour  and  his  delightful  philosophy  of  life 
held  his  audience  spellbound.  Every  one  wishes  to  know 
when  we  will  have  him  again.  After  the  banquet  the  large 
dining  hall  was  cleared  for  dancing ;  all  kinds  of  dancing, 
amateur  and  professional,  single  and  mixed,  singers,  jugglers, 
entertainers  of  great  reputation.  “Better  than  ever”  was  the 
verdict. 

The  4th  and  5th  of  May,,  1939,  Moore  Sovereign  Con¬ 
sistory  held  its  meetings.  At  10  o'clock  a.m.  Ill.  Bro.  R.  C. 
Ripley,  330,  Commander-in-Chief,  administered  the  covering 
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obligation  190  to  290.  The  190  was  conferred  immediately 
afterwards. 

At  12.30  p.m.  luncheon  was  served  and  was  followed  by 
an  address  by  Dr.  A.  E.  Walkey,  Chief  of  the  X-Ray  Depart¬ 
ment,  Hamilton  General  Hospital,  his  subject  being  “Radium”. 
To  the  surprise  of  everyone  it  was  not  only  very  instructive 
but  quite  fascinating.  When  one  hears  the  listeners  say  “he 
did  not  speak  long  enough"  no  further  comment  is  required 
to  satisfy  a  lecturer. 

At  2  o'clock  p.m.  the  21 0  was  conferred  by  the  Toronto 
brethren.  At  4  o’clock  p.m.  the  240  was  exemplified  by  the 
officers  of  Buffalo  Consistory.  At  6  o’clock  a  Complimentary 
Dinner  was  tendered  our  Buffalo  brethren.  At  8  o’clock  the 
27 0  was  conferred  by  the  members  of  Moore  Sovereign  Con¬ 
sistory. 


Friday,  May  5th,  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  the  30°  was  con¬ 
ferred.  Luncheon  was  served  at  12.30  p.m.  Addresses  were 
given  by  three  members  of  the  class,  viz;  Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  L.  M. 
Bradley,  Toronto,  Ill.  Bro.  Howard  Lynch,  Vice-President 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen  and  Engineers, 
Ottawa,  and  Ill.  Bro.  Professor  A.  W.  Baker,  O.A.C.,  Guelph, 
who  were  called  on  because  Mr.  Louis  Blake  Duff  of  Welland, 
the  speaker  of  the  day,  was  unable  to  attend  on  account  of  a 
bereavement  in  the  family.  At  2  o’clock  the  31 0  was  con¬ 
ferred.  At  4  o'clock  the  first  section  of  the  320  was  conferred 
and  at  8  o'clock  the  second  section  of  the  320  was  conferred. 

Thus  ended  five  days  of  very  intensive  work  on  the  part 
of  the  officers  and  members  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory.  All  the  work  was  good, 
all  the  entertainment  was  delightful.  Your  Commander  wit¬ 
nessed  all  the  work  and  was  present  at  all  the  luncheons, 
dinners  and  banquets.  It  was  a  wonderful  five  days. 


We  take  this,  the  first  opportunity  as  a  Supreme  Council, 
to  express  our  profound  gratitude  to  His  Most  Gracious 
Majesty  King  George  VI  and  to  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty 
Queen  Elizabeth  for  visiting  last  May  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  as  one  of  the  component  parts  of  the  British  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Nations.

The  reception  by  the  Canadian  people,  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  coasts,  must  have  been  gratifying  to  Their 
Majesties  as  it  evinced  a  loyalty  to  them  on  the  part  of  their 
Canadian  subjects  that  was  remarkable.  Perhaps  the  Cana¬ 
dian  people  themselves  were  not  aware  of  this  loyalty  until 
they  really  saw  Their  Majesties  in  person  and  discovered  a 
quality  in  themselves  that  was  greatly  quickened  and  called 
forth  by  this  visit.  To  realize  that  their  own  King  and  their 
own  Queen  of  Canada  were  no  longer  merely  historical 
characters  but  living  persons  going  in  and  out  amongst  them 
in  so  friendly  and  understanding  a  manner  not  only  captured 
the  imagination  but  the  hearts  of  their  Canadian  subjects.  The 
King  and  Queen  of  Canada  have  the  undying  love,  affection 
and  devotion  of  their  people  in  this  part  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Nations. 

The  Canadians  also  were  very  proud  of  the  warm  recep¬ 
tion  that  their  King  and  Queen  received  from  the  President 
and  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America.  How  could 
it  be  otherwise?  Two  such  charming  people  of  so  exalted 
a  rank  have  never,  for  so  long  a  period,  requiring  physical, 
mental  and  moral  stability  of  the  highest  order,  met  so  many 
persons  in  so  many  places  and  retained  their  poise  so  gra¬ 
ciously  and  gracefully.  They  secured  the  devotion  and  affec¬ 
tion  of  their  Canadian  subjects  and  the  admiration  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  of  America.  Their  Majesties’ 
visit  was  a  wonderful  undertaking  crowned  with  success. 

On  the  7th  day  of  June,  1939,  Their  Gracious  Majesties 
King  George  VI  and  Queen  Elizabeth  visited  Hamilton.  To 
mark  this  very  wonderful  event,  on  that  date  your  Grand 
Commander,  assisted  by  Ill.  Bro.  Dr.  D.  G.  Mcllwraith,  330, 
Deputy  for  Ontario,  and  Ill.  Bro.  James  A.  Henderson,  330, 
Acting  Grand  Secretary-General,  planted  an  elm  tree  in  the 
grounds  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  as  an  expression  of 
loyalty,  love  and  affection  for  Their  Majesties  bv  all  members 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry 
in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 


Irregularities 

The  Secretary  of  one  of  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  admits 
writing  to  Secretaries  of  Lodges  of  Perfection  in  the  various 
Provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to  ascertain  how  many 
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black  ballots  are  necessary  to  be  cast  to  reject  a  brother  for 
affiliation.  His  letter  continues  “to  date  twenty-five  answers 
have  been  received  and  twenty-three  lodges  report  unanimous 
ballot  required  for  affiliation  and  one  lodge  says  three  black 
ballots  reject  and  the  other  advises  two  black  ballots  reject 
petitions  for  affiliation." 


It  was  quite  irregular  for  the  said  Secretary  to  write  to 
the  Secretaries  of  other  Lodges  in  various  parts  of  the 
Dominion  to  ascertain  what  action  is  taken  in  the  various 
Lodges  of  Perfection  with  respect  to  Balloting.  A  letter  of 
enquiry  should  have  been  sent  to  the  Deputy  of  the  Province 
in  which  the  said  Lodge  of  Perfection  is  situated.  The 
Deputy,  if  he  required  any  information  on  the  subject,  would 
then  write  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  or  to  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  with  a  request  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  a  ruling. 


The  adoption  of  such  a  practice  as  writing  all  over  the 
jurisdiction  would  soon  create  great  confusion.  If  the  Secre¬ 
taries  and  other  officers  of  the  various  Lodges,  Chapters  and 
Consistories  would  read  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  and 
really  study  them  there  would  be  no  necessity  to  go  far  afield 
for  information.  It  was,  however,  a  great  comfort  to  me  to 
learn  that  out  of  twenty-five  Secretaries  who  replied,  twenty- 
three  were  right.  The  language  of  the  Statute  (Art.  78)  is 
clear  and  umistakable  and  covers  fully  the  question  at  issue. 


The  above  experience,  I  hope,  will  induce  the  Deputies 
in  the  various  Provinces  to  keep  more  closely  in  touch  with 
the  Secretaries  and  other  officers  in  the  various  Lodges, 
Chapters  and  Consistories  in  their  jurisdiction. 

As  changes  in  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any 
annual  meeting  every  officer  should  read  the  report  of  the 
Proceedings  as  soon  after  the  meeting  as  he  receives  the  same. 

At  the  annual  Communication  of  the  Supreme  Council 
held  on  the  4th  and  5th  days  of  October,  1938,  at  Halifax 
it  was  resolved  that  the  mourning  ribbon  should  no  longer 
be  worn.  Notwithstanding  this  resolution  two  Lodges  ordered 
the  wearing  of  the  mourning  ribbon.  The  officers,  apparently, 
had  not  read  the  proceedings.  Keep  up  to  date.  Brethren. 
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I  am  looking  forward  to  the  International  Conference 
of  the  Supreme  Councils  33 0  of  both  hemispheres,  with  which 
we  are  in  fellowship,  to  be  held  in  connection  with  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  33 0  for  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America.  The 
opening  general  session  of  the  Conference  will  be  at  2  p.m. 
on  Saturday,  September  23rd. 

It  will  be  a  very  important  Masonic  Communication,  but 
I  will  not  be  able  to  give  a  report  of  it  until  our  Supreme 
Council  meets  in  Montreal  in  October  of  1940. 


I  have  read  with  great  interest  the  reports  of  the  Ill. 
Deputies  in  the  several  Provinces.  These  reports  show  that, 
while  good  work  has  been  done  in  the  greater  part  of  each 
Province,  weak  spots  appear.  I  am  not  referring  to  increases 
in  membership  not  showing  in  every  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Con¬ 
sistory,  because  the  difficult  financial  times  through  which  we 
have  been  passing  for  so  many  years  account  largely  for  a 
static,  or  perhaps  declining  membership.  The  return  of  good 
times  will  overcome  the  anxiety  about  membership.  The  fear 
of  officers  losing  interest  because  of  the  lack  of  new  members 
causes  the  anxiety.  May  I  again  repeat  that  if  you  have  no 
applicants  on  whom  to  confer  a  degree,  you  have  members  to 
whom  you  can  exemplify  the  degrees.  No  Lodge,  Chapter  or 
Consistory  should  cancel  stated  meetings  because  there  is  no 
work.  You  can  make  work.  I  suppose  no  Lodge  or  Con¬ 
sistory  has  ever  yet  worked  all  the  degrees,  and  I  doubt  if 
more  than  a  very  few  Chapters  have  worked  the  four  degrees 
for  which  their  officers  are  responsible.  The  degrees  that 
have  been  worked  can  be  improved  by  repeated  practices. 
The  degrees  that  the  officers  have  never  worked  have  lessons, 
philosophical,  historical,  moral  and  spiritual  that  will  repay 
them  for  studying  them  earnestly.  While  it  is  desirable  to 
have  costumes  to  portray  the  degrees  more  effectively,  it  is 
not  absolutely  necessary.  Many  of  the  great  plays  of  ancient 
days  were  given  without  robes,  gowns  or  uniforms.  Apart 
from  the  officers  in  the  various  bodies  there  must  be  members 
who  would  be  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with 
and  take  part  in  new  degrees,  as  well  as  the  ones  that  are 
being  regularly  exemplified. 

Every  Deputy  should  visit  as  often  as  possible  the  bodies 
in  his  jurisdiction,  not  only  that  lie  may  congratulate  those 
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who  are  enjoying  prosperity,  but  that  he  may  give  new  heart 
to  those  who  are  showing  signs  of  depression  and  that  he  may 
correct  in  all  the  bodies  departures,  intentional  or  otherwise, 
from  the  authorized  work. 

I  thank  all  the  Deputies  very  warmly  for  the  earnestness 
with  which  they  attend  to  the  important  duties  which  devolve 
upon  them. 

Masonry,  as  you  are  aware,  is  not  a  religious  sect,  but 
it  is  a  religious  institution  based  on  belief  in  God. 

A  Free  Mason  should  never  forget  that  in  earnestly 
seeking  fellowship  with  his  fellowmen  he  is  carrying  out  the 
Divine  injunction  to  love  not  only  his  brother  but  his  neighbor 
as  himself. 

Our  Masonic  activities  should  display  mental,  moral  and 
spiritual  progress.  In  developing  these  three  qualities  may 
we  have  uppermost  in  our  thoughts  three  other  qualities  of 
even  greater  and  more  definite  import.  I  refer  to  those  great 
virtues,  Faith,  Hope,  Charity,  these  three,  and  never  for  a 
moment  let  us  forget  that  the  greatest  of  these  is  Charity. 

May  the  God  of  infinite  love  and  beneficence  be  with  us 
in  all  the  proceedings  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  may  we 
be  able  to  carry  from  this  centre  into  the  world  some  living 
image  of  His  Grace  and  Love.

PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  as  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Ontario  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1939. 

Deaths — During  the  year  Supreme  Council  has  been  bereaved 
of  the  following  members  resident  in  this  Province: 
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Active — Ill.  Bro.  Frederick  Justus  Howell,  33°,  Hamilton,  Im¬ 
mediate  Past  Lieut.  Grand  Commander,  Past  Ill. 
Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Ontario,  died  March 
16,  1939. 


Honourary — Ill.  Bro.  Andrew  Alexander  Anderson,  33°,  Guelph, 

died  October  14,  1938. 

Ill.  Bro.  Stephen  Henry  Murphy,  M.D.,  33°,  Ren¬ 
frew,  died  October  28,  1938. 

Ill.  Bro.  John  Benner  Goff,  33°,  Toronto,  died 
February  19,  1939. 

Ill.  Bro.  James  Gill,  33°,  Hamilton,  died  March 
9,  1939. 

Ill.  Bro.  Andrew  Gibson  Bain,  33°,  Hamilton,  died 
March  29,  1939. 


We  mourn  the  loss  of  our  illustrious  dead,  but  console  our¬ 
selves  with  the  reflection  that  their  souls  are  immortal  and  their 
influences  remain  to  bless  and  to  inspire  us.  Our  very  sincere 
and  respectful  sympathy  is  offered  to  their  families. 


Deaths  in  Lodges  of  Perfection  total  179,  in  Chapters  of  Rose 
Croix  119,  and  in  the  Consistory  67. 


Official  Visits — During  the  year  just  closed  I  have  visited 
officially  the  following  Valleys  in  Ontario:  Toronto  (on  three 
occasions),  Guelph  (twice),  Hamilton  (at  Fall  and  Spring  Re¬ 
unions,  and  to  conduct  election  and  installation  in  Lodge  and 
Chapter),  London,  Niagara  Falls  (twice),  Windsor,  Barrie  and 
North  Bay.  It  was  also  my  happy  privilege  to  accompany  the 
Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  Moore  Consistory  upon  visits  to  Lake  Erie  Consistory, 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  to  Buffalo  Consistory,  Buffalo,  N.Y.  To  my 
great  regret  I  found  myself  unable,  at  the  last  moment,  to  attend 
the  Ottawa  Reunion  in  March,  but  Ill.  Bro.  C.  H.  Cunningham 
most  kindly  acceded  to  my  request  that  he  represent  me  and, 
upon  his  return,  furnished  me  with  a  most  comprehensive  and 
informative  report  upon  the  activities  of  both  bodies.  In  my 
enforced  absence  from  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Brantford  Scottish 
Rite  Association,  the  Sov.  Grand  Commander  very  graciously 
filled  my  place  and  delivered  the  address  of  the  evening,  to  the 
great  delight  and  satisfaction  of  the  brethren. 
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As  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  reported  very  fully 
in  his  Allocution  his  impressions  of  many  of  the  visits  which  we 
made  in  company,  I  shall  not  burden  the  Supreme  Council  with 
a  repetition  of  their  details,  but  there  are  two  or  three  special 
circumstances  which  are  of  peculiar  interest  and  to  which  I  wish 
shortly  to  allude. 

On  February  7,  1939,  after  the  annual  election  of  officers  in 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  ceremony  of  installation  was 
conducted  by  Ill.  Bro.  James  A.  Henderson,  33°,  who  installed 
his  elder  son,  Ill.  Bro.  Frederick  Lewis  Henderson,  as  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master,  and  presented  him  with  a  handsome  gavel, 
suitably  inscribed,  to  mark  the  historic  occasion.  Ill.  Bro.  Hen¬ 
derson  had  previously,  as  Worshipful  Master,  initiated  his  son 
into  masonry,  and  had  later  installed  him  as  W.M.  of  his  mother 
lodge.  Some  years  afterward  he  presided  as  Thrice  Puissant 
Grand  Master  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  when  his  son  re¬ 
ceived  the  14°  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  a  record 
which  must  be  unique  in  masonic  annals. 

On  May  9th  I  visited  Windsor,  accompanied  by  Ill.  Bros. 
Henderson,  Ripley,  and  Cunningham.  The  14°  was  conferred  by 
the  officers  of  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  upon  a  class  of  ten 
candidates,  and  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  report  that  the  Valley 
of  Windsor  has  experienced  a  spiritual  revival.  The  rolls  have 
been  purged;  active,  enthusiastic  and  capable  officers  have  been 
elected  in  both  bodies;  and,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the 
returns  show  an  actual  increase  in  membership  and  a  cash  balance 
in  the  treasury.  The  utmost  credit  is  due  to  the  patient,  persis¬ 
tent  and  self-sacrificing  efforts  of  a  small  body  of  earnest  and 
devoted  Scottish  Rite  masons  in  the  Valley. 

Windsor  is  a  living  example  of  what  can  be  accomplished 
through  inspired  determination  to  succeed,  and  by  the  whole¬ 
hearted  co-operation  of  the  brethren. 

Eleven  days  later  a  party  of  fifteen  members  of  Windsor 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  journeyed  two  hundred  miles  to  attend 
a  special  meeting  of  the  sister  body  in  Hamilton  for  the  exem¬ 
plification  of  the  16°,  which  had  not  previously  been  worked  in 
Windsor  and  for  which  a  cast  was  being  organized — an  exceedingly 
fraternal  gesture  by  the  Hamilton  brethren  which  was  deeply 
appreciated  by  the  visitors. 

Following  a  brief  visit  to  Lodge  and  Chapter  in  Barrie  on 
May  30th,  I  went  on  to  North  Bay,  accompanied  by  Ill.  Bro. 
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Henderson,  and  on  May  31st,  at  a  special  meeting  held  under 
dispensation,  I  conducted  the  election  and  installation  of  the 
officers  of  North  Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection,  a  statutory  require¬ 
ment  which  had  been  allowed  to  lapse  for  more  than  two  years. 
Perhaps  no  good  purpose  can  be  served  by  a  discussion  in  this 
report  of  the  causes  which  had  brought  about  a  condition  of 
affairs  in  North  Bay  which  can  be  described  only  as  deplorable. 
The  simple  facts  are  that  neither  Lodge  nor  Chapter  had  held  a 
meeting  for  years,  that  leadership  was  lacking  and  that,  with  a 
very  few  notable  exceptions,  indifference  had  replaced  interest 
in  the  hearts  of  the  brethren. 

A  discussion  characterized  by  the  greatest  frankness  resulted 
in  the  undertaking  by  the  officers  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  to 
use  every  endeavour  to  effect  a  thorough  reorganization  of  their 
affairs,  to  re-establish  the  habit  of  regular  meetings  and  to  make 
a  serious  attempt  to  hold  a  reunion  assembly  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Meanwhile,  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  remains  in  a  state  of 
suspended  animation.  Even  the  obligatory  Easter  Ceremonies 
have  been  neglected  since  1937,  and  the  annual  returns  to  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  contain  nothing  but  the  record  of  deaths. 


In  the  circumstances  I  am  disposed  to  recommend  that  sum¬ 
mary  action  be  deferred  in  order  that  opportunity  be  given  to 
observe  the  result  of  the  promised  effort  to  rehabilitate  the  Lodge 
of  Perfection.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  by  next  Easter  there 
may  be  a  revival  of  interest  sufficient  to  bring  the  brethren 
together  for  the  statutory  ceremonies  and  for  the  annual  election 
of  officers  in  the  Chapter,  and  that  both  bodies  in  the  Valley  of 
North  Bay  may  renew  their  strength  and  take  up  afresh  the  work 
of  the  Rite  in  the  wonderful  field  that  is  theirs  in  Northern 
Ontario. 


Conference  of  Ontario  Members — In  response  to  my  invitation 
a  meeting  of  the  Active  and  Honourary  Members  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario  was  held  in  Hamilton  on  May  3rd.  The  attendance 
was  excellent  and  exceedingly  representative,  every  Valley  except 
Fort  William,  North  Bay,  Barrie  and  Windsor  having  sent  dele¬ 
gates.  There  were  present  twelve  Active  Members,  forty  Honour¬ 
ary  Members,  the  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Masters  of  Hamilton, 
Toronto,  London,  Kingston,  Guelph  and  Niagara  Falls,  and  the 
Most  Wise  Sovereigns  of  Hamilton,  Toronto  and  Guelph. 
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The  brethren  assembled  at  12.30  p.m.  for  luncheon  in  the 
“round  room”  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Club,  after  which  they  were 
welcomed  by  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Ill.  Bro.  Howard  B.  Moore,  33°,  of  Toronto,  then  delivered  a 
most  able  and  inspiring  address  upon  the  duties  of  officers  and 
members  of  local  bodies  with  regard  to  creating  and  preserving 
the  highest  degree  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  each  centre  of 
Scottish  Rite  activity. 

He  was  followed  by  Ill.  Bro.  Richard  T.  Stanley,  33°,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Membership  Committee  of  Moore  Consistory  in  the 
Valley  of  Toronto,  who  spoke  in  a  very  thoughtful  and  practical 
manner  of  the  need  for  making  the  membership  in  the  Ontario 
Valleys  more  “Consistory  conscious”,  and  pressed  upon  the  minds 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Consistory  the  importance  of  their 
obligations  to  the  Provincial  Body.  A  general  discussion  ensued, 
in  which  more  than  a  score  of  the  brethren  took  part,  during 
which  there  was  a  most  interesting  and  valuable  interchange  of 
opinion  and  experience.  The  meeting  lasted  a  little  over  four 
hours,  and,  in  the  judgment  of  those  present,  it  was  well  worth 
while,  not  only  from  its  having  afforded  a  splendid  opportunity 
for  personal  contact  among  the  Inspectors-General  and  the  rulers 
of  the  Ontario  bodies,  some  of  whom  had  never  met  before,  but 
also  because  it  furnished  an  excellent  forum  for  a  frank  and 
helpful  discussion  of  our  problems.  The  Deputy  was  assured  of 
the  great  satisfaction  felt  by  the  brethren,  and  was  urged  to 
promise  that  such  a  conference  might  become  an  annual  affair. 
While  I  have  come  to  no  decision  on  this  point  I  am  deeply  sens¬ 
ible  of  the  value  of  such  a  meeting  from  time  to  time  as  a 
clearing-house  for  ideas  and  as  a  stimulus  to  our  enthusiasm,  and 
I  desire  to  record  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  attendance  of  so 
many  Illustrious  Brethren  and  of  their  active  assistance  in  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  undoubted  success  of  the  experiment. 

Membership — Annual  returns  from  all  the  bodies  in  Ontario 
show  a  further  decrease  in  total  membership.  Notwithstanding 
the  gratifying  increase  in  admissions  into  Lodges  of  Perfection, 
the  exceptionally  heavy  toll  of  deaths  has  produced  a  net  loss 
of  127.  The  twelve  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  admitted  29  candidates 
fewer  than  last  year  and  suffered  a  total  of  4  more  deaths,  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  net  decrease  of  89. 

The  continued  shrinkage  is  regretted,  and  while  the  some¬ 
what  hackneyed  excuses  of  economic  depression  and  unsettled 
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world  conditions  are  still  offered  in  explanation,  one  feels  that 
the  all  too  prevalent  tendency  to  leave  to  the  officers  of  the  bodies 
the  duty  of  recruiting-  new  members  comes  nearer  the  truth. 
Every  Lodge  and  Chapter  ought  to  have  a  well-organized  and 
thoroughly  active  committee  on  membership,  and  every  individ¬ 
ual  member  should  consider  himself  an  ambassador  personally 
commissioned  in  the  interest  of  the  Rite.  The  record  of  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  which  overcame  the  handicap  of  43  deaths 
during  the  year  to  show  an  actual  increase,  is  offered  as  an 
example  of  what  may  be  achieved  by  a  well-planned  organization 
supported  by  an  earnest  and  co-operative  body  of  workers. 

Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  despite  its  net  loss  of  24,  has 
experienced  a  highly  successful  year  under  the  energetic  leader¬ 
ship  of  Ill.  Bro.  Ralph  C.  Ripley,  33°,  who,  during  his  tenure  as 
Commander-in-Chief,  has  been  diligent  in  visiting  every  Valley 
in  his  wide  jurisdiction  and  in  presenting  the  claim  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Body  for  support.  During  the  Fall  and  Spring  Reunions 
a  total  of  40  candidates  were  admitted  to  the  30°,  the  largest 
number  since  1932,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a  wider  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Consistory  has  been  aroused  throughout  the 
entire  Province,  and  a  firmer  bond  of  friendship  forged  among 
its  members.  Especially  worthy  of  mention  is  the  formation  of 
Consistory  Clubs  in  Niagara  Falls  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  from 
whose  active  interest  good  results  have  been  observed  already. 

Easter  Ceremonies-  were  celebrated  in  all  Chapters  of  Rose 
Croix  except  North  Bay,  with  a  gratifying  increase  in  attendance 
at  both  the  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  services.  The 
reports  from  the  Registrars  are  unanimous  in  their  declaration 
of  the  inspiring  and  helpful  influences  exerted  upon  the  partici¬ 
pants,  and  all  Most  Wise  Sovereigns  are  urged  to  encourage  the 
annual  observance  of  this  great,  symbolic  feast  of  the  Rite  by 
every  member  physically  able  to  attend. 

Discipline — Charges  of  unmasonic  conduct  involving  moral 
turpitude  having  been  proven  against  Sov.  Pr.  J.  Hayes  Jenkinson, 
18°,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  under  suspension  since  our  last  Annual 
Session,  he  was  expelled  from  the  Craft  at  the  Communication  of 
Grand  Lodge  held  in  July  last  in  the  city  of  Toronto.  Under 
Article  99  (4)  his  expulsion  is  recognized  by  this  Supreme  Council 
and  his  membership  in  bodies  of  our  obedience  is  terminated. 

Dispensations  have  been  granted  upon  several  occasions  under 
statutory  powers,  of  which  returns  have  been  duly  transmitted  to 
the  Grand  Secretary-General. 
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The  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one,  and  I  should 
be  altogether  delinquent  if  I  should  fail  to  express  my  appreciation 
and  gratitude  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  the  Acting 
Grand  Secretary-General,  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Con¬ 
sistory,  to  my  brethren  of  the  Supreme  Council  and  to  scores  of 
officers  and  members  throughout  the  Province  for  wise  counsel, 
cheerful  companionship,  loyal  performance  of  duties  imposed 
and  unwavering  assistance  and  support.

During  the  past  year  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  initiated  twelve 
members  and  restored  one  and  lost  six  by  death  and  eight  by 
withdrawal. 

The  Rose  Croix  Chapter  added  five  new  members  and  restored 
one  and  lost  five  by  death  and  five  by  withdrawal. 

The  Consistory  added  three  new  members  and  restored  one 
and  lost  five  by  death  and  four  by  withdrawal. 

The  Easter  Services  of  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  were  held 
with  a  very  good  attendance. 

The  work  of  the  various  Degrees  has  been  put  on  in  an  ex¬ 
cellent  manner  and  the  interest  of  the  members  is  well  maintained. 

A  number  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  arrived 
in  Saint  John  on  the  sixth  of  October  last  on  their  return  from 
the  Annual  Meeting  at  Halifax  and  a  reception  was  held  in  the 
Admiral  Beatty  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  the  sixth  and  as  many 
members  as  could  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  attended  to 
meet  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Council.  On  the  seventh,  a 
luncheon  was  held  in  the  Admiral  Beatty  Hotel  and  drives  were 
arranged  for  a  number  of  the  members  who  wished  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.

Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  herewith  my  report  as 
Deputy  for  Manitoba  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1939. 

In  my  report  of  a  year  ago,  I  expressed  the  hope  that  with 
the  somewhat  improved  crop  conditions,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  ten  years,  we  might  look  forward  to  noticeably  better 
economic  conditions,  which  would  be  reflected  in  increased  mem¬ 
bership  in  our  Craft  Lodges,  and  corresponding  benefit  accruing 
to  our  Scottish  Rite  interests  and  activities.  Whilst  our  statistical 
returns  show  an  improvement  over  1938  figures  in  that  our  net 
loss  in  membership  is  but  nine,  covering  all  five  bodies  in  Mani¬ 
toba,  as  compared  with  thirty-two  for  the  previous  year,  I  am 
disappointed  in  that  we  did  not  at  least  break  even.  Such  losses, 
however,  must  continue  until  the  number  of  initiations  becomes 
larger  than  the  losses  by  death  and  other  normal  causes. 

I  am  again  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  lessening 
of  interest  in,  or  attendance  at  our  meetings,  and  that  the  charac¬ 
ter  and  impressiveness  of  our  degree  conferments  has  been  splen¬ 
didly  maintained,  in  fact,  is  being  constantly  improved,  in  my 
judgment.  I  have  pleasure  indeed  in  paying  a  well  deserved 
tribute  to  the  officers  of  our  several  bodies  for  attractive  and 
inspiring  meetings,  and  to  the  officers  conferring  the  degrees. 

Our  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  meetings  were 
very  largely  attended  and  very  impressively  conducted.  For  years 
past,  both  these  services  have  had  over  50%  of  our  membership 
in  attendance. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  several  bodies  continues  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  the  annual  reports  and  dues  went  forward  to 
the  Secretary-General  promptly. 

Following  my  annual  custom,  I  paid  an  official  visit  to  the 
Brandon  brethren  and  installed  the  officers  of  their  Lodge  of 
Perfection.

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Herewith  synopsis  of  present  standing  and  condition  of  the 
Rite  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  and  our  account  of  official 
visits  paid: 

Membership  in  the  four  Lodges  of  Perfection  shows  a  loss  of 
15  for  the  year,  now  standing  at  707;  the  two  Rose  Croix  Chapters 
show  a  drop  of  8,  the  membership  now  being  429;  the  Consistory 
shows  a  gain  of  nine,  the  total  on  the  roll  being  249. 

The  books  are  well  kept.  In  one  case  minor  errors  were 
detected  and  attention  called  to  them. 

The  finances  of  all  bodies  are  in  good  condition,  some  of  them 
being  excellent. 

The  M.P.S.G.C.  rightly  disallowed  one  amendment  to  the  by¬ 
laws  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection.  This  is  in  accordance  with  article 
78.  In  the  B.C.  Craft  law  it  requires  three  negatives  on  an  ap¬ 
plication  for  affiliation. 

I  beg  to  suggest  to  Supreme  Council  that  this  Article  be 
amended. 

Visits — Kootenay  Lodge  of  Perfection  is  doing  better.  They 
have  a  few  faithful  and  devoted  workers.  Shortly  after  my  offi¬ 
cial  visit,  they  lost  a  very  promising  one  in  the  death  of  Ill.  Bro. 
Donald  W.  McKay,  32°.  He  is  very  much  missed.  Okanagan 
Lodge  of  Perfection  is  in  the  best  of  hands.  From  correspondence 
and  personal  reports  I  believe  the  reputation  of  the  Rite  is  being 
enhanced  in  that  Valley. 

Accompanied  by  the  Puissant  Lieut.  Grand  Commander  Ill. 
Bro.  John  A.  Rowland,  I  installed  the  officers  of  Victoria  Lodge  of 
Perfection  on  February  25th,  1939.  I  feel  the  Membership  created 
a  favorable  opinion  on  the  mind  of  the  Lieut.  Grand  Commander, 
and  I  know  that  he  made  a  very  deep  and  worth  while  impression 
upon  them  in  the  address  he  delivered.  I  also  installed  the  officers 
of  Victoria  Rose  Croix  Chapter. 
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Vancouver— Visited  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  officially  on 
“father  and  son”  night,  January  13th,  1939.

Inspectors-General  who  conducted  the  installations  in  Vancouver.

PROVINCE  OF  ALBERTA

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  Province 
of  Alberta. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in  both  valleys  in  Alberta; 
whilst  new  candidates  have  been  none  too  plentiful,  there  has 
been  a  steady  addition  of  new  members  to  their  ranks.  In  some 
measure  these  additions  have  been  offset  by  removals  and  deaths, 
but  no  suspensions  have  taken  place  with  the  exception  of  two 
or  three  whose  addresses  are  unknown.  Prospects  for  the  coming 
season  are  bright.  In  Calgary  some  ten  candidates  are  awaiting 
degrees,  and  with  a  general  upturn  in  the  number  applying  for 
membership  in  the  Craft  Lodges,  plus  good  prospects  for  a  good 
crop  year,  it  would  appear  that  we  can  view  the  future  with  re¬ 
newed  confidence,  and  look  forward  to  steady  progress  being 
made  in  the  number  seeking  admission. 

All  the  degrees  from  the  4th  to  the  18th  inclusive  are  worked 
in  both  valleys,  which  gives  every  one  that  so  desires  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  take  part  in  the  ritual  work  of  Lodge  and  Chapter.  In 
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the  Consistory  we  are  getting  more  Degrees  worked,  having  added 
the  19th  and  22nd  this  year. 

In  my  official  capacity  I  visited  the  Calgary  Bodies,  accom¬ 
panied  by  Ill.  Bro.  M.  J.  Macleod,  and  Ill.  Bro.  J.  Rae,  and  was 
well  pleased  with  the  creditable  manner  in  which  the  work  of 
the  evening  was  conducted.  We  could  not  attend  their  Re-Union 
as  it  conflicted  with  our  visit  to  the  Supreme  Council.  We  were 
very  much  pleased  to  receive  a  large  delegation  from  the  Calgary 
brethren  at  the  Edmonton  Re-Union. 

The  Easter  ceremonies  were  well  observed,  practically  all 
those  within  reasonable  distance  being  present,  some  coming  as 
much  as  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  each  way  to  be  present, 
which  bespeaks  a  high  interest  in  the  order,  and  which  is  most 
commendable.  With  economic  conditions  showing  some  signs  of 
improving,  I  feel  that  we  can  confidently  expect  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  to  make  its  appeal  to  many  of  those  who  now  seek 
to  enter  Freemasonry. 

The  utmost  good  feeling  exists  between  the  two  Bodies  in 
Alberta  and  I  cannot  emphasize  too  highly  the  good  fellowship 
we  have. 

Financially  both  bodies  are  in  excellent  shape,  harmonious 
conditions  prevail,  and  the  membership  makes  itself  felt  in  com¬ 
munity  work. 

The  Secretary  General  has  the  full  reports.  We  have  a  gain 
of  9  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  a  gain  of  16  in  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  and  a  gain  of  10  in  Alberta  Consistory.

PROVINCE  OF  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  herewith  my  annual  report  as 
your  Deputy.  It  has  been  a  year  without  any  particular  outstand¬ 
ing  features,  although  for  me  Masonically  a  very  busy  one,  as  in 
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addition  to  my  Scottish  Rite  duties,  I  had  the  honor  of  serving 
as  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  Saskatchewan,  and  in  that  capacity 
learned  a  great  deal  about  the  Masonry  of  this  Province. 

Again  this  year  I  greatly  missed  the  presence  of  Ill.  Bro. 
Gorrell  at  our  meetings,  and  his  always  helpful  good  advice.  I 
regret  to  say  that  he  has  not  shown  a  very  satisfying  improvement 
in  health.  He  left  Regina  last  July  for  Vancouver,  where  he 
stayed  until  the  latter  part  of  March,  when  he  returned  to  Regina. 
He  made  good  progress  for  a  while  after  his  return,  but  since  then 
his  condition  has  not  shown  the  same  improvement,  and  he  is 
still  confined  to  his  home.  When  visiting  him  the  other  evening 
he  seemed  determined  to  make  every  effort  to  be  present  at  this 
meeting,  although  I  very  much  doubt  that  he  will  be  able  to  do  so. 

The  pleasing  feature  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  in  this  Province  has  been  the  activity  shown  at  Saskatoon, 
where  both  their  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Chapter  show  increased 
membership.  On  the  other  hand,  unfortunately,  owing  to  the  long- 
continuance  of  depressed  conditions,  Moose  Jaw  has  shown  a 
decided  decrease  in  the  membership  of  both  Bodies,  suspensions 
being  particularly  heavy.  The  net  result  for  the  year  is  as 
follows: — 

Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  lost  15  members,  Saskatoon 
gained  5,  Regina  lost  2. 

Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  at  Moose  Jaw  shows  a  decrease 
of  4,  Saskatoon  an  increase  of  2,  Regina  of  1. 

The  Consistory  shows  an  increase  of  5  for  the  year. 

I  paid  official  visits  to  all  three  Regina  Bodies,  and  as  usual 
installed  the  officers  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  of  the 
Chapter.

As  neither  of  the  Moose  Jaw  Bodies  did 
any  work,  I  did  not  visit  them,  but  their  new  T.  P.  G.  M.  of  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection  assures  me  that  he  will  have  a  class  this 
year.  Everywhere  I  found  the  work  well  done  and  the  members 
enthusiastic. 

Illustrious  Brother  Gorrell  and  the  writer  were  honored  during 
the  year  by  the  Regina  Bodies  hanging  portraits  of  us  both  in 
the  Scottish  Rite  Room  alongside  that  of  my  predecessor  our  late 
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Ill.  Bro.  Alexander  Shepphard;  thus  we  will  have  for  the  future 
a  record  of  the  active  members  for  succeeding  generations  to 
view. 

All  Bodies  have  made  the  proper  returns  to  the  Secretary- 
General,  and  I  am  sure  that  peace  and  concord  prevail  in  all 
Bodies,  and  confidently  look  forward  to  larger  classes  in  the  next 
year. 

The  Regina  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  on  July  31st  suffered  the 
loss  of  Ill.  Bro.  J.  D.  Turnbull  32°,  who  has  for  many  years  past 
acted  as  Secretary.  Brother  Turnbull  had  been  in  bad  health  for 
some  time  and  suddenly  dropped  dead  on  that  date.  He  will  be 
greatly  missed  among  the  brethren  of  the  Scottish  Rite.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  REVISION  OF  THE 
STATUTES  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  presented  verbally  a  number  of 
recommendations  which  he  had  included  in  a  series  of  amend¬ 
ments  to  be  introduced  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  and 
presented  the  following  Notice  of  Motion,  which  he  suggested 
should  be  accepted  as  the  Committee  Report : — 

NOTICE  OF  MOTION 

Pursuant  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  revision  of 
the  Statutes  I  beg  to  give  notice  that  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
I  will  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Council,  and 
for  such  action  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper,  the  following- 
motion  to  amend  the  Statutes  and  Regulations: 

(1)  THAT  Art.  5  be  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: 

Art.  5. — The  Supreme  Council  shall  meet  annually  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  October,  or  on  such  other  date  as  it  may 
fix,  and  at  such  place  as  it  shall  determine,  but  the  meeting 
at  which  the  officers  are  elected  shall  be  held  at  the  Grand 
Orient. 

(2)  THAT  Art.  6  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  words  down 
to  the  word  “expedient”  in  the  third  line  thereof,  and  substituting 
the  following: 
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Art.  6. — Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  he 
may  name  in  the  call,  and  special  meetings  shall  be  called 
upon  the  written  request  of  a  majority  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspectors-General  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  desig¬ 
nated  in  their  request. 

(3)  THAT  Art.  7  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  words 
after  the  word  “officers’’  in  the  third  line  thereof,  and  substituting 
the  following: 

— and  matters  of  discipline,  all  of  which  shall  be  dealt  with 
in  executive  session. 

(4)  THAT  Art.  12  be  repealed,  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: 

Art.  12. — Any  Active  Member  who  shall  resign  his  Active 
Membership,  or  shall  remove  his  permanent  residence  out 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Council,  or  shall  be  absent 
from  two  consecutive  Annual  Sessions  by  reason  of  permanent 
disability,  or  without  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Supreme 
Council,  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Active  Membership  and 
became  a  Past  Active  Member,  and  shall  be  so  notified  by 
the  Secretary-General. 

(5)  THAT  Articles  22  and  23  be  repealed,  and  that  the 
Article  adopted  in  1934,  and  set  out  on  Page  53  of  the  Proceedings 
of  that  year,  providing  for  the  retirement  of  Active  Members  at 
the  age  of  75,  be  also  repealed. 

(6)  THAT  Section  10  of  Art.  30  be  amended  by  striking- 
out  the  words  “the  place  of  meeting”  and  substituting  therefor 
“the  time  and  place  of  meeting”,  and  also  by  striking  out  the 
word  “place”  in  the  fifth  line,  and  substituting  the  words  “time 
or  place”. 

(7)  THAT  Section  3  of  Art.  33  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  “and  present  directly  to  Supreme  Council  or  to  the 
Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander”,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  words  “to  the  Secretary-General”. 

(8)  THAT  Art.  35  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  the  words 
from  “he  shall  within  fifteen  days,  etc.”  to  the  words  “orders  of 
the  Supreme  Council”  in  the  concluding  portion  of  the  Article, 
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and  that  the  following  be  enacted  as  a  new  article,  to  follow 
immediately  after  the  present  article  No.  36: 

Bonds  of  Grand  Treasurer-General  and  Grand  Secretary- 
General: 

Art. — The  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  and  such  of  their  assistants  as  the  Supreme  Council 
may  decide,  shall  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duties,  in  such  forms  and  in  such  amounts  as  the 
Supreme  Council  may  determine,  and  the  premiums  on  such 
bonds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  Supreme  Council. 

(9)  THAT  Art.  43  be  amended  by  striking  out  items  7  and 
10;  that  item  2  read:  “On  Audit  and  Finance,  and  Inspection  of 
Securities”;  and  that  Section  3  of  Art.  43  be  repealed. 

(10)  THAT  Section  2  of  Art.  45  be  amended  by  striking 
out  all  words  after  the  words  “Finance  Committee”  in  the  seventh 
line  thereof. 

(11)  THAT  Section  4  of  Art.  69  be  amended  by  striking  out 
all  words  after  the  words  “Secretary-General”  in  the  second  line 
thereof. 

(12)  THAT  No.  1  of  the  Standing  Regulations  be  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  words  “unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander”. 

(13  THAT  No.  2  of  the  Standing  Regulations  be  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

2.  Bonds  and  other  securities  owned  by  the  Supreme  Council 
shall  be  deposited  with  such  custodian  as  the  Supreme  Council 
may  direct.  Registered  bonds  shall  be  carried  in  the  name 
of  “The  Trustees  of  the  Supreme  Council  A.  &  A.  S.  R.”, 

and  that  the  following  be  Number  4  of  the  Standing  Regulations: 

4. — (a)  Upon  the  death  of  an  Honourary  Inspector-General 
the  Deputy  for  the  Province  in  which  he  resided  shall  im¬ 
mediately  notify  the  Secretary-General,  and  forward  to  him 
an  obituary  of  the  deceased  to  be  published  in  the  Proceedings 
of  Supreme  Council,  after  which  it  shall  be  read  in  all  Bodies 
of  the  Rite  in  that  Province. 
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(b)  Upon  the  death  of  an  Active  Member  the  Deputy  for 
the  Province  in  which  he  resided  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Secretary-General,  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  shall 
cause  an  obituary  of  the  deceased  to  be  published  in  the 
Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be 
sent  to  all  members  of  Supreme  Council,  and  to  all  presiding 
officers  and  secretaries  of  subordinate  Bodies,  and  read  in  all 
bodies  of  the  Rite  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

(14)  THAT  all  necessary  verbal  corrections  and  changes  in 
the  numbering  of  Articles  and  Regulations  be  authorized,  and  that 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  as  hereby  amended,  be  approved 
and  confirmed. 

(15)  The  following  amendment  to  Art.  78,  though  not 
formally  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Revision,  has  been  sug¬ 
gested,  and  will  also  be  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Supreme  Council: 

Art.  78.  No  person  shall  receive  the  degrees  of  the  Rite  if 
on  the  ballot  more  than  one  black  ball  is  cast  against  him, 
or  shall  be  admitted  as  an  affiliated  member  of  a  subordinate 
body  if  on  the  ballot  more  than  two  black  balls  are  cast 
against  him.  PROVIDED,  however,  that  a  subordinate  body 
may  by  By-law  require  that  in  either  case  the  ballot  be 
unanimous.

of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Allocution  of  the 
Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  beg  to  report  as 
follows: 

We  note  with  gratitude  the  untiring  efforts  on  behalf  of 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  put  forth  by  the  revered  head  of  our  in¬ 
stitution  and  we  rejoice  in  the  knowledge  that,  notwithstanding  the 
strain  of  his  strenuous  labors,  he  comes  to  this  meeting  of  the 
Supreme  Council  with  unimpaired  health  and  able,  as  of  old,  to 
give  us  the  benefit  of  his  wise  and  experienced  leadership. 

We  concur  in  his  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  presence 
of  our  distinguished  visitors  from  the  Southern  and  the  Northern 
Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States;  and  we  are  sure  that  every 
member  of  this  Supreme  Council  who  was  privileged  to  enjoy  the 
gracious  hospitality  of  the  Halifax  Masons  at  last  year’s  annual 
session  will  re-echo  his  tribute  of  praise  for  our  brethren  beside 
the  eastern  sea. 

His  touching  reference  to  the  death  of  Ill.  Bro.  F.  J.  Howell 
forms  a  fitting  requiem  for  one  who  was  known  and  loved  by  all 
of  us;  while  the  list  of  those  of  our  numbers  who  have  passed 
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on  since  last  we  met  reminds  us  anew  of  the  sad  gaps  in  our  ranks 
that  yearly  have  to  be  noted.  They  are  gone  from  among  us  but 
their  memories  will  live  fragrant  in  our  hearts. 


The  statistical  report  presented  in  the  address  again  reveals 
a  decrease  in  our  total  membership.  In  this  connection  it  may 
be  well  to  recall  to  our  minds  the  admonition  in  last  year’s  Allo¬ 
cution,  wherein  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  reminded  us  that 
we  must  not  estimate  our  prosperity  by  growth  in  numbers  only. 
Ke  added:  “If  we  are  doing  our  parts  faithfully  the  Supreme 
Being  in  whom  we  put  our  trust  will  be  with  us.  We  should  strive 
rather  by  the  nature  of  our  lives  than  by  our  numbers  to  impress 
the  world  with  the  benefits  of  Masonry.” 

How  true  are  these  words — and  yet  it  would  be  well  for  all 
of  us  who  are  charged  with  executive  authority  to  consider 
seriously  and  well  whether  everything  possible  is  being  done  to 
arrest  the  decline  in  membership  that  has  been  so  marked  a 
feature  of  the  last  few  years.  It  may  well  be  that  economic 
conditions  no  longer  provide  the  only  explanation  for  a  state  of 
affairs  that  gives  us  all  concern.  It  may  be  that  a  serious,  a  sus¬ 
tained  and  a  systematic  effort  is  a  duty  that  lies  upon  each  of 
us,  an  effort  to  re-enlist  in  Scottish  Rite  ranks  the  many  hundreds 
who — if  absence  from  our  meetings  is  any  test — have  lost  interest 
in  our  work.  Many  of  these  absent  brethren  are  men  whose 
counsel  and  assistance  we  can  ill  afford  to  lose  and  whose  return 
to  a  share  in  our  activities  would  be  of  tremendous  help  in  re¬ 
building  our  membership. 


These  thoughts  are  suggested  to  your  committee  by  the  com¬ 
mendation  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  the  action  of  the 
Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario  in  gathering  together  so  many 
of  the  rulers  of  the  Rite  in  Ontario  for  the  purpose  of  frank  dis¬ 
cussion  of  these  and  kindred  problems.  In  that  commendation  we 
heartily  concur,  for  unquestionably  such  assemblages  are  most 
beneficial. 

Entirely  justified  are  the  comments  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  in  reference  to  the  action  of  the  secretary  of  one  of 
our  lodges  in  writing  to  the  secretaries  of  other  lodges  to  ascer¬ 
tain  how  many  black  balls  are  necessary  to  be  cast  to  reject  a 
brother  for  affiliation.  There  is  a  right  way  to  do  all  things  in 
Masonry,  and  the  right  way  is  plenteously  blazed.  Nor  are  there 
any  short  cuts  in  our  system.  Our  methods  of  procedure  come 
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to  us  hoary  with  age  and  dignified  by  the  usage  and  custom  of 
the  years.  Indeed  it  is  one  of  the  glories  of  our  institution  that 
we  permit  no  variation,  nor  bow  to  so-called  “modern”  practices. 
Your  committee  is  certain  that  if  we  permit  these  our  time- 
honored  rules  to  be  trifled  with  in  any  way  we  shall  soon  lose 
much  that  is  most  valued  in  our  Masonic  system.  Let  us  then 
be  ever  and  always  “on  guard”  in  this  matter. 


Finally,  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  for  his  eloquent  and  moving  references  to  the  recent  visit 
of  Their  Gracious  Majesties  King  George  and  Queen  Elizabeth 
and  to  the  good  effects  that  flow  therefrom.  It  is  indeed  fitting 
that  the  head  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
should  thus  officially  express  our  loyalty  and  our  gratitude  to 
Their  Majesties,  for  it  is  our  pride  that  the  Royal  Family  have 
for  nearly  a  century  and  a  half  been  intimately  associated  with 
the  Craft,  have  patronized  our  mysteries  and  joined  our  assemblies. 
And  in  the  days  that  lie  ahead,  when  all  we  hold  dear  is  at  stake 
in  a  warfare  against  the  proponents  of  a  purely  materialistic  viewT 
of  life,  may  it  be  given  to  Freemasonry  in  all  its  branches,  stand¬ 
ing  as  it  does  for  the  things  of  the  spirit,  to  be  one  of  the  bulwarks 
of  the  state  here  in  Canada  as  in  all  other  portions  of  our  Empire. 
May  it  indeed  be  ours  to  “Fear  God,  love  the  Brotherhood,  honor 
the  King”.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Lodges,  Chapters  and  Consistories  throughout  the  whole  of 
Canada  are  in  good  condition,  with  perhaps  one  or  two  exceptions. 
These,  in  turn,  present  appearances  give  every  indication  of  be¬ 
coming  financially  good.  It  would  seem  that  the  districts  concerned 
warrant  such  a  condition,  providing  the  local  officers  and  members 
are  imbued  with  a  firm  determination  to  leave  no  stone  unturned 
to  make  the  Rite  go  ahead  on  correct  principles.  Organizations 
such  as  these  do  not  run  themselves  but  are  dependent  upon  the 
systematic  co-operation  and  endeavour  of  each  and  every  member 
and  to  which  each  member  has  so  obligated  himself. 

The  Deputies  all  speak  of  the  interest  and  zeal  of  the  Brethren 
in  their  respective  districts  being  keen  and  enthusiastic,  which 
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being  the  case,  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  will  eventually  be  marching 
forward,  the  efforts  of  sincere,  helpful,  enthusiastic  and  optimistic 
workers  being  bound  to  show  results.  The  decreasing  total  in 
membership  may,  to  a  degree,  be  accounted  for  by  the  past  and 
present  period  of  financial  strain  but  not  entirely  so.  As  in  the 
case  of  Windsor  and  Hamilton,  special  effort  on  the  part  of 
membership  committees,  superior  officers  of  Lodges,  and  an  in¬ 
terested  attitude  toward  the  Rite  by  the  members  is  essential 
at  all  times.  Interest  creates  interest,  and  strength  will  follow. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  new  year  points  to  an  increased 
number  of  applicants,  but  we  take  it  that  it  also  indicates  renewed 
effort  on  the  part  of  some.  Let  not  the  declaration  of  war 
dampen  your  efforts,  but  let  it  rather  stimulate  the  officers  to 
greater  effort  thereby  offering  men  a  means  to  strengthen  charac¬ 
ter  and  afford  relaxation  enabling  them  to  carry  on  the  better. 
In  those  centres  where  candidates  are  lacking  an  exemplification 
of  the  work  and  the  working  of  new  degrees  serve  to  maintain 
and  possibly  increase  the  interest  of  the  brethren.  The  coming 
together  alone  of  such  a  group  of  men  for  such  a  purpose  has  its 
influence  for  good. 


Your  Committee  notes  with  feelings  of  gratitude  that  the 
membership  of  the  Rite  throughout  the  jurisdiction  consists  largely 
of  that  type  of  man  who  shows  himself  to  be  a  keenly  interested 
citizen  in  that  so  many  take  leading  parts  in  the  community  life 
of  their  respective  cities.  This  speaks  for  our  type  of  membership. 

The  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  services  have 
generally  been  well  attended  but  comparing  the  total  attendance 
recorded  with  our  total  membership  it  indicates  that  but  20% 
participate.  This  condition — 1,116  out  of  5,326 — leaves  something 
to  be  desired  and  were  a  little  special  attention  given  to  it,  your 
committee  feel  that  many  more  would  be  in  attendance  to  receive 
the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  such  gatherings. 

The  efforts  made  by  the  Deputy  for  Ontario  in  calling  the 
Active  and  Honorary  members  of  Supreme  Council  to  meet  with 
the  T.P.G.M’s  and  M.W.S’s  of  the  various  Valleys  in  Ontario,  re¬ 
ceives  the  warmest  approval  of  this  committee.  Much  benefit 
will  result,  and  the  fact  that  further  such  gatherings  have  been 
requested  is  but  an  indication  that  those  who  travelled  long  dis¬ 
tances  to  attend  evidently  thought  it  well  worth  while  and  while 
the  Deputy  for  Ontario  may  have  no  decided  ideas  on  such  an 
annual  meeting,  he  will  realize  that  it  is  a  step  in  the  right 
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direction  and  forms  a  very  good  clearing  house.  Your  Committee 
wish  to  recommend  that  a  similar  gathering  might  be  considered 
by  each  of  the  Deputies  for  the  other  Provinces.  A  trial  would 
do  no  harm.  Then  too  his  wise  and  considerate  handling  of  a 
very  difficult  situation  in  one  of  the  Valleys  meets  with  every 
approval  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  reconstructed  foundation 
may  have  erected  thereon  an  edifice  of  which  not  only  the  members 
of  that  Valley  may  be  proud  but  all  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
wherever  located. 

Your  Committee  but  voices  the  feelings  of  every  member  of 
this  Supreme  Council  and  Scottish  Rite  members  everywhere,  when 
it  expresses  its  delight  in  the  improvement  in  the  health  of  Ill. 
Bro.  Ellis  which  enabled  him  to  again  appear  at  the  Saint  John 
reunion.  Our  hope  is  that  the  health  of  both  Ill.  Bro.  Ellis  and 
Ill.  Bro.  Gorrell  may  continue  to  improve  and  that  their  presence 
in  our  midst  may  be  again  restored.  To  those  Lodges,  Chapters 
and  Consistories  which  have  lost  valuable  members,  we  unite  in 
expressing  our  sympathy  and  sorrow  but  also  rejoice  in  that  it 
serves  as  a  stimulus  for  some  other  member  to  slip  into  the  breach 
and  carry  on. 

You  Committee  note  with  feelings  of  thankfulness  that  the 
Kingston  Valley  was  one  Valley  whose  membership  was  not  affect¬ 
ed  by  the  hand  of  the  grim  reaper.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  have 
pleasure  in  reporting  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
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progress  has  been  made  in  the  preparation  and  completion  of  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection  Rituals,  and  that  an  edition  of  2325  copies 
is  now  in  print;  of  this  number  100  copies  of  each  degree  is  now 
in  the  process  of  binding,  the  balance  to  remain  unbound  awaiting 
future  requirements. 


The  single  volume  of  “de  luxe”  edition  of  125  copies  is  also 
in  print  and  ready  for  binding.  Upon  completion  the  full  number 
of  Rituals  will  be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary-General 
for  distribution  to  the  various  lodges. 


A  Glossary  has  been  included  with  each  degree,  in  the  hope 
that  its  usefulness  will  be  apparent  and  that  a  more  uniform  pro¬ 
nunciation  may  be  observed  throughout  the  Jurisdiction. 


The  Thirty-Second  Degree  has  received  much  thought  and 
consideration.  Typescript  copies  have  been  prepared  and  are  now 
in  the  hands  of  all  Active  members  of  the  Council  for  their  obser¬ 
vations.  The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  arrangement 
offers  a  dignified  and  impressive  degree  which  is  within  the  ability 
of  all  our  Consistories  to  confer,  and  recommend — 

1.  That  a  small  edition  be  printed  inexpensively  and  issued  to 
Consistories  for  use  during  the  next  three  years. 

2.  That  final  adoption  be  deferred  until  the  Committee  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  opinion  of  the  Consistories  and  made  any  further 
changes  suggested  by  practical  experience. 


The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  Jewels  for  Past 
Presiding  Officers  of  Lodges  of  Perfection,  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix 
and  Consistories,  similar  in  design  to  the  drawings  herewith  sub¬ 
mitted  and  suggest  that  half-tone  cuts  be  prepared  for  reproduc¬ 
tion  in  the  Proceedings.

Lodge  of  Perfection.  Jewel  suspended  by  a  red  ribbon. 
The  Triangle  2",  bearing  the  name  of  the  Lodge  on  the 
upper  angle.  The  superimposed  Triangles  are  white  and 
black;  upon  each  angle  are  the  Hebrew  letters  n  1  n  N  . 
In  the  centre  is  an  irradiated  Sun,  with  the  Ineffable 
Word  w\u  in  Phoenician  characters. 

Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  Jewel  suspended  by  a  red 
ribbon.  Size  2  YC  x  1-^".  The  circle  or  ribbon  in  dark  blue 
enamel,  bearing  the  name  of  the  Chapter.  The  Cross  is  of 
red  enamel  with  the  Hebrew  letters  n  1  n  '  and  on 
the  extremities  and  centre. 

Sovereign  Consistory.  The  wreath  in  gold,  size  2"; 
in  its  centre  are  four  Triangles  bearing  the  words  laus  deo 
and  custos  arcani  on  their  base.  These  are  surmounted 
by  a  Teutonic  Cross  of  red  enamel,  a  shield  of  black  on  its 
centre,  with  the  numerals  32.  The  whole  is  suspended  by 
a  red  ribbon  from  a  clasp,  on  which  appears  the  name  of 
the  Consistory.

Grand  Secretary-General,  H. *.E. *. 
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ILL.'.  BRO.'.  FREDERICK  JUSTUS  HOWELL,  33° 

At  an  early  hour  on  the  16th  March,  1939,  Ill.  Bro. 
Frederick  Justus  Howell,  330,  passed  peacefully  to  his  rest 
at  his  home,  “Levenside”,  Hamilton,  Ont., 

“Like  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch  about 

him,  and  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams.” 

He  was  in  his  office  daily  until  about  two  weeks  previ¬ 
ously  when  bronchitis  confined  him  to  his  house. 

Ill.  Bro.  Howell  was  born  in  Drumbo,  Oxford  County, 
Ontario,  July  20th,  1857,  of  United  Empire  Loyalist  stock  on 
both  sides.  His  ancestry  on  the  Howell  side  is  very  inter¬ 
esting  : 

Hugh  Howell,  born  in  Wales,  1659, 
died  in  America,  1745. 

Sampson  Howell,  born  in  America,  1718, 
died  in  New  Jersey,  1803. 

Garrett  Howell,  born  in  New  Jersey,  1762, 
died  in  Ancaster,  Ontario,  1823. 

Moses  Howell,  born  in  New  Jersey,  1799, 

died  at  Jersey ville,  Ontario,  1879. 

Wesley  Howell,  born  in  Ancaster,  Ontario,  1825, 
died  in  Brantford,  Ontario,  1895. 

Frederick  Justus  Howell,  born  in  Drumbo,  1857, 
died  in  Hamilton,  1939. 

He  was  taken  to  Brantford  by  his  parents  before  he  was 
a  year  old  and  resided  there  until  1876. 

In  1876  he  entered  the  employ  of  a  lithographic  company 
in  Toronto,  which  subsequently  became  the  Toronto  Litho¬ 
graphic  Company. 

A  little  later  he  became  interested  in  a  lithographic  com¬ 
pany  in  Hamilton,  and  in  1883  he  established  the  Howell 
Lithographic  Company  and  remained  the  President  and 
active  in  the  Company  until  his  demise. 
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He  was  very  proud  of  his  Company  and  at  one  time  said, 
“We  are  probably  the  only  lithographing  company  in  Canada 
the  length  of  time  under  the  same  management  and  have 
managed  to  remain  solvent  and  pay  one  hundred  cents  on 
the  dollar.’’ 

111.  Bro.  Howell  was  a  public  spirited  citizen  and  was 
ever  zealous  in  the  interests  of  the  community  and  people. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  served  on 
it  for  25  years,  being  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1907. 

It  was  through  his  intensive  efforts  that  a  technical  school 
was  established  in  Hamilton  in  1908. 

He  was  particularly  active  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  was  the  Chairman  in  1913. 

In  1915  he  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Recruiting 
League  and  originated  the  idea  of  having  the  school  children 
knit  socks  for  the  men  at  the  front,  with  the  result  that 
thousands  of  pairs  of  socks  were  sent  to  our  soldiers  overseas. 

He  took  a  great  interest  in  the  recruiting  and  welfare 
of  the  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles,  which  corps  was  located 
in  Hamilton,  and  was  subsequently  gazetted  Honorary  Lt.- 
Colonel. 

As  a  Mason  he  was  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed 
throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  the  United  States. 
He  was  a  true  lover  of  the  art,  and  his  knowledge  and  inter¬ 
pretation  of  Masonic  ritual  made  him  an  outstanding  figure, 
especially  in  Scottish  Rite  circles. 

Initiated  in  the  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance  No.  27, 
A.  L.  &  A.  M.  in  1885;  became  Worshipful  Master  of  the 
Lodge  in  1891  ;  he  was  elected  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  1905. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  Electric  Lodge  No.  495, 
and  an  Honorary  member  of  Acacia  Lodge  No.  61. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  he  received  his  140  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1885;  his  180  in  August,  1887;  and  his  320  in  January, 
1890.  He  was  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Rose  Croix  Chapter 
in  1892.

He  was  coronated  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of 
Supreme  Council  33 °  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  1902, 
and  was  crowned  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  of 
Supreme  Council  33 0  in  1910. 

Ill.  Bro.  Howell  was  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  from  1904  to  1913;  and  was  elected 
Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  1913,  retaining  that 
office  until  1925.  He  was  elected  Lieut.  Grand  Commander 
of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  1925. 
He  was  also  elected  an  Honorary  Life  Member  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  Bodies  of  Buffalo,  N.Y. 

A  charter  member  of  The  Hamilton  Chapter,  No.  175, 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  he  was  installed  as  Second  Principal  in 
1910  and  elected  First  Principal  in  1911.  He  was  honoured 
in  1936  by  being  presented  with  a  jewel  by  Grand  Chapter 
of  Canada  in  recognition  of  twenty-five  years’  service  as  Past 
Principal.  He  was  also  a  member  of  St.  John’s  Chapter, 
R.A.M.,  and  Ramesis  Temple,  Mystic  Shrine. 

Ill.  Bro.  Howell  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of 
Scotland,  and  was  elected  as  Tarshatha  or  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  the  Royal  Order  in  1932  and  held  that  office  until 
1936. 

He  was  a  member  of  Godfrey  de  Bouillon  Preceptory, 
No.  3,  of  Knights  Templar. 

The  beautiful  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in  Hamilton  was 
made  possible  by  a  small  group  of  zealous  Masons  who 
laboured  earnestly  and  faithfully  to  that  end,  and  of  this 
group  Ill.  Bro.  Howell  was  one,  and  he  was  very  proud  of 
the  Cathedral  and  the  Scottish  Rite  Club. 

In  his  early  days  he  was  an  enthusiastic  yachtsman  and 
a  member  of  the  Royal  Hamilton  Yacht  Club.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  old  Bicycle  Club  and  a  disciple  of  Isaak 
Walton.  Curling,  lawn  bowling  and  golf  claimed  some  of 
his  leisure  time,  and  he  was  a  faithful  supporter  of  the 
Hamilton  Tiger  Football  Club,  witnessing  most  of  the  games 
even  as  late  as  the  fall  of  1938. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  Club,  Hamilton  Golf 
and  Count rv  Club,  Tamahaac  Club,  Thistle  Club  and  Scottish 
Rite  Club.  '

Ill.  Bro.  Howell  was  a  great  traveller,  and  in  company 
with  Mrs.  Howell  visited  most  of  the  countries  of  the  world. 
He  was  a  keen  observer  and  being  possessed  of  a  very  re¬ 
tentive  memory  and  a  striking  personality  he  entertained 
many  an  audience  with  his  experiences  by  lantern  slide  lec¬ 
tures.  He  was  a  charming  and  interesting  raconteur  and  was 
possessed  of  great  executive  ability.  His  advice  and  counsel 
were  sought  after  by  his  fellows,  and  he  dearly  loved  to  see 
young  men  scale  the  heights  to  achievement  and  success. 

He  was  a  devout,  life-long  member  of  the  Church  of 
England  and  a  regular  attendant  of  Christ’s  Church  Cathedral. 

He  was  devoted  to  his  family  and  among  his  proudest 
moments  were  those  when  he  sat  in  church  in  the  family  pew 
with  his  wife,  two  daughters  and  their  families  beside  him, 
and  afterwards  at  his  table  at  home  “in  the  bosom  of  his 
family.”  This  was  a  regular  Sunday  family  institution. 

His  wife,  the  former  Christine  Margaret  Rutledge,  pre¬ 
deceased  him  in  1933.  Their  three  children,  Mrs.  James  A. 
Simpson,  Mrs.  Gerald  W.  Wigle,  both  of  Hamilton,  and  one 
son,  Ralph  R.  Howell,  of  Los  Angeles,  California,  as  well 
as  nine  grandchildren,  survive,  and  to  them  we  extend  our 
sincere  sympathy ;  to  which  we  add  our  gratitude  and  pride 
for  their  father’s  record  of  devoted  and  faithful  service. 

On  Saturday,  March  18th,  1939,  following  a  private 
service  at  his  home,  a  public  funeral  was  held  from  the 
Scottish  Rite  Cathedral,  at  which  the  Dean  of  Niagara,  Very 
Rev.  Harold  Waterman,  took  the  service  and  which  was  very 
largely  attended  by  representatives  from  every  walk  of  life. 

Thus  passed  to  his  last  rest  a  true  Mason  and  Christian 
gentleman, 

“One  who  loved  his  fellow  man.”

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ILL.  BRO.  .ANDREW  ALEXANDER  ANDERSON,  33° 

In  the  death  of  Ill.  Bro.  Anderson,  who  passed  away  at 
noon  on  Friday,  October  14th,  1938,  each  and  every  member 
of  our  V alley  has  lost  a  valued  friend. 

Ill.  Bro.  Andy  Anderson  passed  peacefully  to  his  rest. 
He  had  returned  from  Halifax  the  Saturday  evening  previous, 
where  he  had  been  attending  the  meeting  of  Supreme  Council, 
and  on  Sunday  morning  he  was  stricken  and  died  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Friday. 

Ill.  Bro.  Anderson  was  born  on  the  14th  day  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  1868,  in  the  Paisley  Block,  near  Guelph.  The  family 
later  moved  to  Guelph  where  he  received  his  education  in 
the  Public  Schools  and  Collegiate.  He  entered  the  printing 
trade  with  the  Guelph  Mercury  in  1888,  and  in  1908  he  left 
the  Mercury  and  went  into  business  with  his  brother  Thomas 
Anderson,  and  carried  on  a  successful  business  until  his 
death. 

In  1908  he  was  married  to  Miss  Nell  Gordon  of  Drayton, 
who  predeceased  him  in  1936.  One  daughter,  of  Saint  John, 
N.B.,  and  one  granddaughter,  survive  him. 

Until  church  union  he  was  a  member  of  Knox  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  but  being  a  strong  believer  in  church  union 
he  severed  his  connection  with  Knox  and  joined  Chalmers 
United  Church,  and  was  a  constant  attendant  there  until  his 
death. 

As  a  Mason  he  was  widely  known,  especially  in  the 
Scottish  Rite.  He  was  initiated  into  Waverley  Lodge  No. 
361,  Guelph,  on  March  23rd,  1891,  but  never  aspired  to  any 
office  in  the  Blue.  In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  he  received 
his  140  on  June  5th,  1916;  the  180  in  November  1916;  and 
his  320  in  Moore  Consistory  on  November  2nd,  1928.  In 
1934  he  was  coronated  Honorary  Inspector-General  330.  He 
was  a  past  T.P.G.M.  of  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and 
in  1927  was  elected  its  Grand  Secretary,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death.

He  was  in  his  early  manhood  and,  indeed,  during  his 
lifetime,  a  lover  of  outdoor  sports.  He  was  identified  with  the 
Cycle  Club  in  Guelph  and  very  interesting  were  some  of  his 
early  exploits  as  a  cyclist.  He  was  a  keen  lawn  bowler  and 
was  well  known  as  such  in  all  parts  of  Ontario.  In  Septem¬ 
ber,  1938  he  was  skip  of  the  rink  which  won  the  Charles  R. 
Brown  Cup.  He  was  also  a  lover  of  the  roaring  game  of 
curling. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Guelph  Rotary  Club  for  many 
years  and  was  keenly  interested  in  children’s  work.  Whatever 
Andy  undertook  to  do  was  something  worth  while,  and  well 
done. 

Such  a  friend  was  our  beloved  “Andy",  whose  cheery 
greeting  and  hearty  hand  clasp  made  us  feel  the  warmth  of 
his  affection. 

After  a  private  service  at  his  home  he  was  buried  from 
Chalmers  Church  where  a  large  number  of  friends  assembled, 
the  service  being  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  Gallaher,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  E.  C.  Kenny,  330,  a  great  admirer  of  the  late  Ill.

“To  have  been  born,  educated,  and  to  have  spent  almost 
the  whole  five  and  seventy  years  of  one’s  life  in  one  place, 
seeing  it  grow  from  a  hamlet  into  a  city,  and  to  have  retained 
the  friendship,  love,  confidence  and  wholesome  respect  of  the 
population,  of  all  denominations,  speaks  much  more  than  the 
words  of  any  friend  of  the  late  Dr.  Murphy  can  convey.” 

Following  a  very  short  but  sudden  illness,  Dr.  Stephen 
Henry  Murphy  passed  peacefully  away  at  his  home  in  the 
City  of  Renfrew  on  Friday,  28th  October,  1938.  This  occur¬ 
rence  came  with  shocking  surprise  to  his  many  friends 
throughout  Canada,  where  he  was  so  well  and  favourably 
known,  professionally  and  fraternally. 

On  the  eve  of  his  returning  home  from  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  of  Supreme  Council,  held  in  Halifax,  N.S.,  on  the  4th 
and  5th  October,  he  was  seized  with  a  cardiac  attack  to  which 
he  finally  succumbed.  On  such  annual  trips,  which  it  was 
his  custom  to  make,  Dr.  Murphy  had,  by  means  of  his  de¬ 
lightful  personality,  consideration  and  thoughtfulness  for 
others,  sound  judgment  and  smiling  countenance,  endeared 
himself  to  all  persons  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  and  no 
gathering  was  complete  without  him  and  his  appropriate 
story,  Irish  wit,  and  deep  joyous  laugh. 

Son  of  the  late  Joshua  Murphy  and  the  late  Mary  Emeline 
(Wing)  Murphy,  he  was  born  in  Renfrew  on  4th  October, 
1864,  attended  the  Public  and  High  Schools  of  the  town, 
leaving  in  1880  to  enter  Victoria  University,  Cobourg,  from 
which  he  graduated  as  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Subsequently  he 
taught  Classics  in  Pembroke  High  School  and  later  accepted 
a  similar  position  in  Renfrew  High  School,  where  he 
continued  to  teach  until  1889.  At  this  time  he  gave  up 
the  teaching  profession  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  Medicine 
at  Trinity  Medical  School,  Toronto.  On  completing  his 
Medical  Course,  he  again  returned  to  Renfrew  and  began  the 
practice  of  his  profession  and  continued  in  Renfrew  for 
almost  forty-five  years.  Throughout  this  time,  Dr.  Murphy 
gave  of  himself  to  a  very  extensive  urban  and  rural  practice, 
being  ever  ready  to  drive  many  miles  into  a  sparsely  settled 
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country-side  to  give  a  helping  hand,  strengthened  by  a  keen 
mentality,  to  aid  the  suffering  and  displace  sickness  and  sor¬ 
row  with  health  and  happiness. 

To  know  Dr.  Murphy  was  to  love  him.  Such  an  expres¬ 
sion  was  fully  demonstrated  at  the  very  well  attended  funeral 
service  held  at  Trinity-St.  Andrew’s  Church  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noon,  30th  October.  Hundreds  desiring  to  attend  were  un¬ 
able  to  obtain  entrance  to  the  church,  and  the  main  streets 
leading  from  the  church  to  the  cemetery  were  densly  crowded 
with  people  of  all  classes  and  religions,  paying  a  silent  token 
of  respect  to  one  whom  they  had  known  and  with  whom  they 
had  associated  throughout  a  very  long  everyday  life.  It 
seemed  as  if  each  and  all  had  realized  that  a  fatherly  in¬ 
fluence  had  been  removed  from  them. 

This  was  but  natural  from  the  very  active  life  led  in 
Renfrew  by  the  Doctor.  In  recent  years  in  business  circles, 
he  had  assumed  a  controlling  supervision  of  many  of  Ren¬ 
frew’s  public  and  mercantile  organizations.  He  was  a  valued 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  Hospital  Board. 
Professionally  he  was  widely  known,  physician  to  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Pacific  Railway,  Medical  Examining  Officer  of  the 
Renfrew  Branch  of  the  Legion,  from  which  organization  a 
very  representative  number  were  present  in  a  body  at  the 
funeral  service.  In  his  profession  he  was  ever  in  the  fore¬ 
front  maintaining  to  the  close,  a  lively  interest  in  all  its  ad¬ 
vancements  in  the  care  of  the  sick. 

The  citizens  of  Renfrew  have  lost  a  worthy  friend  and 
his  influence  will  long  be  remembered  in  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  one  and  all  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet  him,  to  say 
nothing  of  being  attended  by  him,  as  he  had  one  of  the  most 
gracious  confidence-building  sick  room  or  bedside  manners 
possible.

It  is  my  very  unpleasant  duty  to  report  the  death  of 
our  esteemed  and  highly  regarded  Ill.  Brother  John  Mcllveen 
Rudd,  330,  Nanaimo,  B.C.,  on  January  30th  last.  He  died 
in  the  Nanaimo  General  Hospital  after  an  illness  of  but  some 
four  days. 

He  had  returned  to  Nanaimo  only  a  few  weeks  before 
from  an  extended  visit  to  his  homeland. 

He  was  born  at  Liverpool,  England,  on  February  13th, 
1864. 

After  leaving  Liverpool  College,  he  was  articled  to  a 
Ship  Broker’s  office  in  that  city.  At  24  years  of  age  he  came 
to  Canada,  arriving  in  the  city  of  Nanaimo  in  May  1888, 
where  he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life. 

On  his  arrival,  he  first  joined  the  furniture  establishment 
of  John  Hilbert,  then  afterwards,  the  pioneer  grocery  and 
hardware  firm  of  A.  R.  Johnson  Company.  In  1912  he  went 
into  business  for  himself,  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance 
lines.  He  later  became  head  of  Rudd,  Mitchell  &  Company. 

Ill.  Bro.  Rudd  was  president  of  the  first  building  society 
in  Nanaimo,  an  organization  which  enabled  many  residents 
build  their  homes.  For  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Nanaimo  Hospital  Board  and  in  1918  was  elected  president. 
But  most  of  all  services  prided  by  him,  was  his  association 
with  the  war-time  patriotic  fund,  of  which  he  was  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Nanaimo  branch  for  several  years. 

For  over  thirty-seven  years  Bro.  John  Rudd  served  Free 
Masonry.  Initiated  into  Doric  Lodge  No.  18,  B.C.R.,  in 
August  1901  and  became  W.M.  in  1906.  Exalted  in  Keystone 
Chapter  No.  8,  in  1902. 

He  was  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  B.C.  Grand  Chapter 
from  its  inception  and  at  its  last  meeting  was  elected  as  Hon. 
Grand  Z. 
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He  was  also  a  member  of  Columbia  Preceptory  of  Van¬ 
couver  and  Bethlehem  Preceptory  No.  69.  He  was  a  Past 
Puisant  Sovereign  of  Western  Canada  Conclave  No.  25  of 
Rome  and  Constantine. 

Ill.  Bro.  Rudd  received  the  degree  of  Perfection  of  the 
A.  &  A.  S.  R.  in  October  1908;  his  Rose  Croix  degree  in 
April  1909  and  his  Consistory  degree  in  October  of  the  same 
year.  He  was  created  an  Hon.  Inspector-General  in  October 
1924.  In  1912-1913  Bro.  Rudd  was  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia. 

At  the  funeral  service,  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Anglican 
Church,  the  Rector,  Canon  Hitchcock,  said  of  him,  in  part — 

“A  notable  figure  has  been  removed  from  our  midst  in 
the  passing  of  John  Rudd. 

“A  man  of  sterling  worth,  whose  qualities  of  heart  and 
mind  were  known  only  to  that  select  group  of  intimates  who 
enjoyed  his  friendship.  He  was  a  man  who  had  a  wider  circle 
of  friends  than  he  himself  dreamed  of. 

“No  one  questioned  his  integrity  or  sincerity,  and  those 
who  sought  his  advice  in  and  beyond  the  sphere  of  business 
recognized  the  soundness  of  his  judgment. 

“His  was  an  elusive  personality,  and  few  were  admitted 
into  that  inner  shrine  of  self  revelation,  but  those  who  found 
the  magic  key  learned  to  appreciate  his  subtle  humour,  his 
clarity  of  thought,  and  his  quiet  confidence. 

“He  will  be  remembered  by  many  for  his  timely  and 
prudent  charity,  by  others  for  his  many  contributions  to  our 
civic  life ;  not  the  least  of  these  was  our  church  to  which  he 
owed  allegiance,  and  which  he  loyally  supported. 

“His  passing  leaves  a  gap  in  our  ranks  which  most  of 
us  feel  cannot  be  filled.”

With  a  deep  sense  of  loss  and  profound  sorrow,  we  are 
again  called  to  record  the  passing,  at  Toronto,  of  one  of  our 
beloved  Brothers,  John  Benner  Goff,  330,  on  February  19th, 
I939-  Though  modest  and  retiring  in  his  habits,  he  possessed 
a  kindliness  of  spirit  and  a  degree  of  culture  which  drew  to 
him  a  host  of  admirers. 

Only  those  who  were  privileged  to  know  him  intimately 
were  given  an  insight  to  the  bountiful  good  he  extended, 
which  was  modestly  concealed  from  ostentation,  but  ever 
generously  and  thoughtfully  bestowed.  His  heart  too,  was 
generous  and  he  freely  gave  from  his  understanding,  sym¬ 
pathy  and  kindness ;  of  him  it  can  be  truthfully  said,  “He  was 
a  true  Mason.” 

Born  at  Waldoboro,  Maine,  October  9th,  1873,  and  with 
his  parents,  James  Madison  Goff  and  Alma  Brown  (Benner) 
Goff,  who  early  in  the  year  of  1874  removed  to  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  where  he  was  educated  in  the  Public  School. 
To  complete  his  education  he  accepted  a  business  course, 
which  fitted  him  for  commercial  duties  in  after  life.  He  was 
also  actively  engaged  in  Church  work  during  his  residence 
in  Providence,  serving  as  clerk  of  his  Church  for  a  number 
of  years. 

His  first  employment,  as  a  young  man,  in  June  of  1889 
was  that  of  junior  clerk  with  the  Narragansett  Machine 
Company  of  Providence.  This  Company  manufactured  and 
supplied  gymnasium  equipment.  In  due  course  he  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  position  as  one  of  the  travelling  salesmen, 
completing  his  association  with  the  Company  as  cost  and 
efficiency  expert,  when  he  tendered  his  resignation  in  October 
of  1907,  after  a  period  of  seventeen  years’  service. 

In  December  of  1907,  he  came  to  Toronto  to  establish  a 
Company  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  pipe  couplings, 
under  the  name  of  Dart  Union  Co.  Ltd.  he  becoming  its 
Secretary-Treasurer  and  Managing  Director.  His  manage¬ 
ment  proved  efficient  from  its  inception,  and  success  crowned 
his  efforts,  the  Company  ever  holding  a  prominent  and 
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enviable  position  in  the  Dominion  for  fair  dealings  and  effi¬ 
cient  products. 

Brother  Goff  never  accepted  Public  Office  or  club  mem¬ 
bership,  considering  home  duties  above  all  things  material, 
with  motoring  as  a  recreation  and  his  association  in  Masonry 
a  pleasant  and  intriguing  duty  since  his  admission  into  the 
Order. 

He  was  initiated  in  Ashlar  Lodge  No.  247,  Toronto, 
October  22nd,  1912,  and  raised  a  Master  Mason  February 
nth,  1913.  Exalted  in  St.  Paul's  Royal  Arch  Chapter  No. 
65,  Toronto,  April  10th,  1926.  He  never  accepted  office  in 
these  bodies,  believing  that  members  had  duties  to  perform 
as  well  as  the  officers,  and  in  this  endeavour  he  served  well. 

In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  he  received 
the  Fourth  Degree,  in  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
September  4th,  1914,  and  the  Fourteenth  Degree  January 
nth,  1915.  Soon  after  he  received  an  appointment  to  office, 
becoming  the  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  in  1922.  Few 
Masters,  if  any,  were  more  devoted  to  the  Scottish  Rite 
than  he ;  interested  in  its  teachings  and  ever  ready  to  dis¬ 
charge  his  duties  as  Master  with  fidelity  and  zeal. 

He  received  the  Eighteenth  Degree,  in  the  Toronto 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  on  April  1st,  1915,  receiving  prefer¬ 
ment  in  this  body,  and  filled  the  office  of  Most  Wise  Sovereign 
for  the  years  1929  and  1930,  with  the  same  attention  to  duty 
as  given  to  the  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Advancing  further  in 
the  Scottish  Rite  by  receiving  the  Thirty-Second  Degree  in 
Moore  Consistory,  Hamilton,  Ont.  on  January  29th,  1917. 
Honoured  by  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  1926  and  as 
a  reward  for  services  well  performed,  the  Supreme  Council 
for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  conferred  on  him  the  Degree 
of  Honorary  Inspector-General  October  6th,  1931. 

He  was  highly  esteemed  by  all  members  of  the  bodies 
in  which  he  was  associated.  No  task  was  too  great  and  no 
road  too  long  for  him  in  serving  his  Brethren  or  in  discharg¬ 
ing  any  duty  that  would  tend  to  the  betterment  of  the  Order. 

He  was  a  thorough  believer  in  its  principles  and  ideals 
as  a  power  for  good  to  those  who  were  willing  to  accept  its 
teachings,  and  one  of  the  most  faithful  members  of  the 
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Scottish  Rite,  though  never  seeking  either  prominence  or 
official  station. 

He  merited  every  honour  that  was  ever  bestowed,  and 
his  passing  is  a  decided  loss  to  the  Order  and  to  his  fellow- 
men. 


The  memory  of  him  will  live  in  the  lives  he  has  touched 
and  the  good  he  has  done  can  never  be  lost.

It  was  with  a  feeling  of  distinct  shock  and  deep  personal 
loss  that  the  many  friends  and  Masonic  brethren  of  Illustrious 
Brother  James  Gill,  330,  learned  of  his  passing  at  Hamilton 
on  Thursday,  March  9th.  Ill.  Brother  Gill  was  in  his  seventv- 
fifth  year  and  had  but  recently  retired  from  the  active  duties 
of  Inspector  of  Public  Schools  in  Hamilton,  and  it  was  ex¬ 
pected  that  he  would  have  many  years  of  life  in  which  to 
enjoy  the  well-earned  leisure  of  superannuation. 

Ill.  Brother  Gill  was  born  in  Smith’s  Falls,  October  7th, 
1864  and  received  his  early  public  and  high  school  education 
at  Walkerville,  Windsor,  St.  Thomas,  and  London.  In  1882 
he  passed  his  junior  matriculation,  following  which  he  taught 
school  for  a  year  and  attended  the  collegiate  institute  at  St. 
Catharines,  Ontario.  In  1886  he  obtained  a  scholarship  in 
honour  mathematics  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  in 
1889  graduated  with  the  degree  of  B.A. 

He  subsequently  taught  in  Copper  Canada  College  at 
Toronto,  in  Cobourg  Collegiate  Institute,  and  in  1892  received 
the  appointment  of  Master  in  Mathematics  and  Physics  at 
Hamilton  Collegiate  Institute,  which  he  held  until  1911,  when 
lie  was  appointed  School  Inspector  of  the  public  schools  in 
Hamilton,  a  position  which  he  retained  until  his  retirement 
in  the  spring  of  1938.  In  1902  the  University  of  Toronto 
conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  B.Paed. 

Ill.  Brother  Gill  was  a  man  of  high  character  and  deep  re¬ 
ligious  convictions,  which  he  carried  into  the  everyday  work 
of  a  life  that  was  in  the  highest  degree  well  ordered.  His 
deep  interest  in  church  work  was  indicated  by  his  activities 
in  church  support.  For  forty  years  he  was  an  ordained 
Elder,  and  Clerk  of  Session  in  the  Presbyterian  church,  and 
for  a  great  part  of  that  time  the  active  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School. 

His  Masonic  career  bore  out  his  reputation  for  assiduous 
attention  to  any  work  in  which  he  engaged  himself.  He  was 
initiated  into  St.  John’s  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  in  1894,  becoming 
Master  of  his  lodge  in  1908.  He  was  initiated  in  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1906,  received  his  fourteenth  degree

in  1907,  and  during  the  years  1915  and  1916  filled  the  office 
of  T.P.G.M.  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection.  In  1908  he 
received  his  eighteenth  degree  in  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  and  in  1912  received  his  thirty-second  degree  as  a 
member  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory.  From  1920  to  1924 
he  was  Secretary  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  Regis¬ 
trar  of  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  From  1925  to  1926 
he  held  the  office  of  D.D.G.M.  Hamilton  District,  and  in  1925 
was  granted  the  honour  of  membership  in  Supreme  Council 
as  an  Honourary  Inspector-General.  He  was  admitted  to 
membership  in  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  on  the  4th  day 
of  October  1919. 

He  was  married  on  August  8th,  1894,  to  Jennie  Johnston 
of  Cobourg,  and  had  two  daughters.  To  the  surviving  widow 
and  the  daughters  who  mourn  a  loving  and  affectionate  hus¬ 
band  and  father,  the  sympathy  of  all  Ill.  Brother  Gill’s 
brethren  is  extended. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at  St.  Paul’s  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Hamilton,  on  Saturday  afternoon,  March  nth,  and 
the  unusually  wide  circle  of  acquantance  which  Ill.  Brother 
Gill  enjoyed,  and  the  deep  and  sincere  esteem  in  which  he  was 
held,  were  evinced  by  the  very  large  congregation  which 
assembled  to  assist  in  the  last  tribute  to  his  memory.

After  a  long  and  tedious  illness,  borne  with  exemplary 
patience  and  unfailing  cheerfulness,  Ill.  Bro.  Andrew  G.  Bain, 
330,  answered  the  Last  Summons  at  his  home  in  Hamilton, 
on  Wednesday,  March  29th,  1939,  in  his  76th  year. 

Born  in  the  City  of  Toronto  on  October  2nd,  1863,  he 
came  as  a  child  to  Hamilton,  where  he  received  his  early 
education,  and  where,  as  a  mere  lad,  he  entered  upon  his 
career  in  the  retail  grocery  trade  in  which  he  was  destined 
to  achieve  a  conspicuous  position  of  leadership  through  his 
patience,  courtesy,  fair  dealing  and  unremitting  devotion  to 
duty,  which  brought  him  not  only  material  rewards  but  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  thousands  of  his  fellow-citizens.  In 
his  passing,  Hamiltonians  mourn  the  loss  of  a  successful 
merchant  and  a  public-spirited  citizen,  who  always  had  at 
heart  the  welfare  of  his  city,  and  who,  as  a  member  of  its 
Parks  Board  for  nearly  twenty  years,  latterly  as  vice-chairman 
and  treasurer,  was  so  largely  responsible  for  its  beautification. 

Appointed  to  the  Board  by  the  City  Council  in  1920,  his 
love  for  nature  and  for  children  found  splendid  expression. 
His  own  beautifully  landscaped  garden  has  been  for  many 
years  one  of  the  show  places  of  the  city,  and  when  he  drew 
upon  his  knowledge  of  financing,  acquired  through  his  life¬ 
time  of  successful  business  experience,  he  sought  and  found 
practical  opportunities  for  the  development  of  civic  beauty 
and  for  the  giving  of  jov  and  healthful  recreation  to  the  boys 
and  girls. 

Ill.  Bro.  Bain  was  a  great  lover  of  animals,  an  authority 
on  dogs  and  horses,  and  in  his  younger  days  he  was  regarded 
as  one  of  the  outstanding  judges  of  horses  on  this  continent. 
For  many  vears  his  services  were  greatly  in  demand  in  some 
of  the  famous  show  rings  of  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
and  on  numerous  occasions  he  officiated  as  judge  at  the 
Royal  Winter  Fair  in  Toronto.  His  interest  in  animals  was 
recognized  by  his  election,  in  1921,  as  president  of  the  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  an  office  which 
he  held  until  failing  health  forced  his  resignation  in  1936. 
Under  his  able  administration  the  Society  made  noteworthy 
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progress.  His  office  demanded  daily  attention  to  the  details 
of  the  organization,  but  to  him  it  was  a  labour  of  love. 


In  his  religious  views  a  staunch  Presbyterian,  he  was  a 
regular  attendant  upon  the  services  of  historic  MacNab  Street 
Church,  and  for  many  years  was  vice-chairman  of  its  Board 
of  Managers. 

Endowed  to  an  unusual  degree  with  the  gift  of  human 
friendship  he  had  wide  connections  with  fraternal  and  social 
organizations.  He  held  membership  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias, 
the  Canadian  Order  of  Foresters,  the  Sons  of  Scotland,  St. 
Andrew's  Benevolent  Society,  the  Mystic  Shrine,  and  in  the 
Canadian  Club  of  Hamilton  from  its  inception. 

His  keen  interest  in  outdoor  sport  was  expressed  in  his 
faithful  support  of  the  Leander  Rowing  Club  and  the  Hamil¬ 
ton  Olympic  Club. 

But  Masonry  claimed  him  peculiarly  for  her  own,  and'held 
his  devoted  and  untiring  loyalty.  Initiated  in  St.  John’s  Lodge, 
No.  40,  G.R.C.,  in  1892,  he  presided  as  W'.M.  in  1910.  Ex¬ 
alted  in  Hiram  Chapter,  No.  2,  R.A.M.,  in  1896,  he  became 
Excellent  First  Principal  in  1905,  and  upon  the  institution  of 
The  Hamilton  Chapter,  No.  175,  in  1910,  he  affiliated  as  a 
charter  member.  In  1920-21  he  served  Grand  Chapter  as 
Grand  Superintendent  of  the  Hamilton  District  No.  5.  He 
held  life  membership  in  Godfrey  de  Bouillon  Preceptory,  No. 
3,  K.T.,  having  received  the  degrees  in  1897. 

For  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  he  had  the 
deepest  affection,  and  was  constant  in  his  attendance  at  its 
assemblies  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  the  many  and 
varied  duties  laid  upon  him. 

He  received  his  140  in  1898  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection,  his  180  in  1899  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix,  over  which  he  ruled  as  M.W.S.  in  1914-16,  and 
his  320  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1901.  Although 
repeatedly  urged  to  accept  elective  office  in  the  Consistory, 
with  a  view  towards  becoming  its  Commander-in-Chief,  he 
steadfastly  refused,  but  for  many  years  filled  the  appointment 
of  Grand  Standard  Bearer,  and  gave  freely  of  his  time  and 
counsel  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Body. 
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Supreme  Council  honoured  him  deservedly  with  the 
coronet  of  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  1922,  to  the 
great  delight  and  satisfaction  of  his  brethren,  whose  appre¬ 
ciation  of  his  reward  for  faithful  services  was  not  less  than 
his  own. 

In  1921  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Royal  Order 
of  Scotland  called  him  to  membership,  and  in  its  degrees  and 
its  intimate  fellowship  he  took  the  keenest  pleasure  and 
satisfaction. 

“A  man  of  honour  and  conscience,  preferring  his  duty 
to  everything  beside,  even  to  his  life ;  independent  in  his 
opinions  and  of  good  morals ;  submissive  to  the  laws ;  devoted 
to  humanity,  his  country,  his  family ;  kind  and  indulgent  to 
his  brethren ;  the  friend  of  all  virtuous  men ;  and  ready  and 
willing  to  assist  his  fellows  by  every  means  in  his  power." 

Such  a  man  and  such  a  brother  was  “Andy"  Bain.  May 
his  memory  ever  incite  and  inspire  us  to  the  noblest  things ! 

On  Friday,  March  31st,  the  old,  grey  church,  whose 
walls  have  sheltered  successive  generations  of  worshippers 
for  nearly  a  century,  was  thronged  with  brethren  who  came 
to  pay 

“the  last  sad  office  of  respect  to  departed  merit.’’ 

The  service  was  short  and  simple ;  he  would  have  wished 
it  so.  No  fulsome  or  flatulent  eulogy,  but  the  reading  of  the 
Word  —  “Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled"  — ,  a  prayer  of 
thanksgiving,  faith  and  hope,  and  the  psalm  he  had  learned 
at  his  mother’s  knee : 

“Goodness  and  mercy  all  my  life 
Shall  surely  follow  me ; 

And  in  God’s  House  for  evermore 
My  dwelling-place  shall  be." 

“And  he,  after  he  had  served  his  own  generation  by  the 
will  of  God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fathers".
